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CONGRESSMEN IN POVERTY 


PLIGHT IN WHIO0A SILCOTI 
LEFT THEM. 
AO ATTEMPTS YET MADE TO FIND THE 
CASHIER OR THE MONEY—TALK OF 
A DEFICIENCY BILL. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—The President to-day 
made the following appointment: 

Commercial Agent at Chatham, Ontario. —WILL- 
IAM H. H. WEBSTER of New-York. 


The disappearance of Cashier Silcott with all 
thé funds of the House of Representatives 
which he could easily carry away, bas been fol- 
lowed by an examination of the accounts of 
the office of Sergeant at Arms, but not the 
slichtest effort has been made to ascertain 
where the thief has gone, or to secure his re- 
turn or the capture of the stolen money. 

Indeed, there appears to be some doubt as to 
whether Stlsott has committed robbery. He 
has certainly gone away with money that be- 
Jonged to 80Me One else, but the members say 
that they intrusted him with it, that he did nct 


break a safe to get possession of it, and that, if 
&@h arrest Was made, 1b could be for nothing but 
breach of trust. 

It has struck some observers as strange that 
not the faintest attempt has been made since 
the discovery of the luss to catch the man who 
took the money. The Inquiry by the Committce 
of LInvestigaiion makes it appear that the 
Treasury does not know anything about the 
Sergeant at Arms and has been advancing the 
pay of members to him upon the certification of 
the Speaker, taking the signed authorizations of 
the meinbers as receipts for the Government. 
The titty-thousand-doilar bond of the Sergeant 
at-Arms is to secure the faithful disbursement 
of ull moneys intrusted to him for the pay and 
mileage of members, and the bond of tre Cash- 
ler was in like amount to Mr. Leedom. The 
Sergeant at Arms says he has not employed a 
detective or asked tor the intervention of tbe 

olice authorities khecause he has not a penny 
eft to do anything with. 

Altogether there is a great muddle of infor- 
Mation about the law in the matter and the 
responsibility of the officers through whom the 
loss has occurred, and tuere is a very general 
impression among the members that it will be 
an easy thing to secure the passage of a Deti- 
slency Appropriation Dill to make good the 
loss. They do not regard the prohibition 
against voting fora bill in which they have a 
pecuniary interest as standing in the way, be- 
cause if it did they could not pass the regular 
Appropriation bili to secure their salaries. 

Tue extent to which the members live up to 
their salaries was made known to-day by the 
hature of inquiries made te the Sergeant at 
Arms, and the distress for ready money was 
fuand to be so great that steps will be at once 
taken to pay the mileage and the commutation 
of statiouery—$125 to each momber—as svon 
as the necessary papers can be made out and 
sent to the Treasury. 

Tae committees to investigate the irregular- 
ities in the office has not yet discovered any- 
thing to justify the report that the practice of 
overdrawing bad been permitted, but Kepre- 
sehtative Houk admits tuat he was consider- 
ally ahead of the Government, and Mr, Adams, 
the Chairman of the Investigating Committee, 
says that he had overdrawn his November ac- 
count about $200. One member or the com- 
nities said that the investigation had gone far 

enough to make it plain that the Sergeant at 
Arms was censurable for knowing almost ab- 
solutely nothing abouf the affairs of his office. 
If tbe manner of life of Cashier Silocott was un- 
kuown to Mr. Leedom, hia superior ofiicer, he 
certainly falied to sec a great many things that 
would Lieve properly excited reasonable sus- 
picion in the mind of a prudent man. 

Gen. Spinola says that the newly elected mem- 
ber, Mr. Lurner, may just as well stay In New- 
York for wu while, for it is cold encugh here withb- 
out the help of the iceman. 

Representative Adams, Chairman of the in- 
vesticating committee, says that no evidence of 
ex-Coneressman Paige’s indebtedness to Silcott 
has been brought to light. Mr. Adams says 
that the story that Sileott had gone to New- 
York to coliect money of Mr. Paige is doubtless 
one of Bilcotr’s hes invented to gain time. 

Mr. Leedom has made another searching ex- 
amination of the books of his office, and places 
the amount or the defalcation at $71,800. 


The informal committee of New-York Sen- 
ators aud Representatives, mentioned. in, these 
dispatches yesterday as having been formed to

When I became amember 
pry Vortyelghth Congress, ex-United States 
Senator Camden of West Virginia and myself 
went on Sergeant at Arms Leedom’s bond for 
the session, I have continued on it since 
then. During the Forty-eighth Congress, my 
firm was engaged in building Senator Camden’s 
Obio River Railroad in West Virginta, and we 
transacted a general banking business through 
the Sergeant at Arme’s office. Mr. Curtis was 
eashier at that time, and was succeeded by Mr. 
Bileott, After I left office my firm continued to 
transact business iu the office until almosta 
year ago. 

“We have had no transaction with the office 
since last Spring, and neitker the firm nor my- 
self owe it a doliar, The statemont that Silcowt

came here Saturday for the purpose of collect- 
iug $12,000 from me, which amount he ioanea

WHARY OF THE TASK. 





WARNER MILLER RETIRES FROM THE 
AMERICAN MEAT COMPANY SCHEME. 


Ex-Senator Warner Miller has just concluded 
a Wall-street experience. It hasn’t been long; 
it has been sufiicient. He decides that he has 
had enough. He quits. The Stock Exchange 
district is likely to know nim no more. His 
friend, ex-Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
Charles E. Coon, authorizes this statement. 

When the political whirligig had disposed of 
the ex-Senator's statesmanship ambitions and 
he was on the lookout for some other enterprise 
to occnpy his time and talent, it happened that 
there was a deep-felt want in Wall-street for a 
President of the much-exploited project known 


asthe American MeatCompany. That scheme 
had a variety of relations im and outof Wall- 
street. [5 had pleasing plans. lt promised wealth 
to investors. It was heralded with vigorous 
blasts. One member of the Astor family was 
quoted as a subscriber to $500,000 of 1ts capital 
stock before the company’s subscription books 
were even opened, Other names of consequence 
were, with more or less authority, indetitied 
withit. The $25,000,000 of capital stock was sure 
to be greatly oversubscribed and—so abounds 
ing assurances went—the shares were bound to 
command a big premium speedily, 

But just as hopes were highest, along came a 
frosty breeze—and Philip D, Armour was 
charged with blowing it—to ohill and nip the 
budding prospect. The declared purpose of 
the American Meat Company was to raise cat- 
tic upon Western ranches, ship beeves to East- 
ern markets, and financier retail weat stalls in 
this and other cities. This sort of a pro- 
gramme naturally had no _ aitractions to 
the Armour contingent of Western dressed 
beef magnates who were threatened with 
competition by it Yet Mr. Armour 
averred that he was innocent of the charge of 
having paid any attention to the scheme; it nad 
coliapsed, he insisted, for reasons he had had 
nothing to do with. Ali the same—Armour or 
no Armour—there was trouble of a very sub- 
stantial sort in the company’s affairs; its Presi- 
dent resigned; its fiscal agents desertea it. 
The willingness of Warner Miller to come to 
the front as @ Moses was, therefore, a decided 
godsend to the triends who were aitting up 
o’ nights with a languishing boom. 

And for sa time there seemed fair chances for 
success for Mr. Miller in his revivification 
scheme. He had some well-known names in 
his Board of Directors, including ex-Gov. A. B. 
Cornell and Assistant ex-Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Coon. But many months have gone by and 
so littie has been accomplished that finally 
President Miller—hia personal triends announce 
it—has felt obliged to give up his task. 

In the American Meat Company, among its 
originators are Deacon 8, V. Waite, Col. Robert 
G. Ingersoll, ex-Senator Steve Dorsey, J. H. 
Flagier, ex-President of the Cotton Oil Trast, 
and one or two of the magnates of the Stanaard 
Oil Company. Inasmuch as all of these dis- 
tinguished gentiemen Owned ranches which 
were put into the American Meat Company on 
a *‘ ground-floor” basis, there were cynical peo- 
ple in Wali-street who insisted on characteriz- 
ng the enterprise as a scheme to unload un- 
protitable ranch speculations upon the public. 
Warner Miller had nothing to do with any such 
scheme, however, even if there were such a 
one. He went into the company as a 
manager, not as a speculator. it is inti- 
inated, in fact, that it has been because 
of his unwillingness to be a party to specu- 
lative plansjdear to the heart of Steve Dursey 
(but by no means favored by a majority of the 
Board of Directors) that Mr. Miller steps down 
and out. And there are rumors that even the 
resignation of its President will not be the last 
of all the troubles that have fo!lowed the com- 
pany in the campaign proclaimed in poetical 
prospectuses of transporting the succulent 
oe and rosy rib roast ‘From Ranch to 

‘able. : 

Mr. Charles E. Coon, who is a member of the 
banking firm of Green & Bateman, 71 Broaa- 
way, and who has held the: position of secrétary 
ot the American Meat Company, said last night 
that Mr. Milier’s resignation meant also a 
practical dissolution of the company. © While 
nothing more would be done on the lifes of the 
plan by which the company had proposed to 
operate, however, he thought there Was some 
likelihood of work being begun with a similar 
purpose—that of raising cattle and delivering 
meat to consumers at some future time. But 
neeessary factors in the successful conduct of 
such an enterprise would be a general improve- 
ment in business, and equable and lower money 
rates. 

Mr. J. H. Flagler said that he really didn’t, 
know what was the matter with the American 
Meat Company. He had a ranch that he was 
willing to sell them, but somehow or. other, he 
remarked, the appetite which the company 
used to have for that ranch seemed to have 
sadiy subsided. 





STILL TALKING TO THH JURY, 


MR. HYNES ASKS THEM TO CONVICT 
THE CRONIN SUSPECTS. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 6.—At the opening of the 
Cronin trial this morning Mr. Hynes resumed 
his address to the jury. Referring to the acts 
of Coughlin and Beggs, Mr. Hynes said: ‘‘ These 
men who were determined to wreck Dr. Cronin, 
these men who were determined to have his 
iife and silence his tongue, knew that they 
could go around and breathe suspicions in the 


ears of men who they felt had the possibilities 
of murder in their hearts, and this was the 
reason why Coughlin said that a confederate of 
Le Caron was among us.” 

Turning toward the prisoners the speaker 
continued: “I do not know how these men have 
been imposed upon, if they were imposed upon; 
I do not Know what Viliainous means were em-. 
ployed for the purpose of producing the convic- 
tions in the minds of some of them that they 
were dealing with a British spy. We will never 
know the history of their purpose until some 
putrid conscience shows forth its phosphores- 
cent lightin the dark shadow of the gallows, 
and tells the inner truth from @ man about 
on the verge of the grave.” 

In conclusion of nis remarks concerning 
Beggs Mr. Hynes said that the significance of 
all the testimony against Beges was thoroughly 
appreciated by his counsel, If1t were not, they 
would not have gone to the trouble of endeavor- 
ing to prove ao alibi for him on the night of 
May 4 

In a deeply impressive conclusion Mr. Hynes 
asked the jury for a verdict of their conscience, 
a verdict their judgment would approve, the 
court ratify, and God sanctify, to vindicate the 
law sia commit the guilty tu a juet punish- 
men 

At the afternoon session Mr. Foster addressed 
the jury on behalf of John F. Beggs. He had 
not concluded his address when the court ad- 
journed.

The 
amount of his estate, the wite says, does not 
exceed $40,000, 

This evening Mr. Collier was brought pri- 
vately to the County Court and, after a short 
examination, ordered committed to Kankakee 
asylum, ‘Che jury were only afew moments in 
rendering a verdict of insanity. 





A BIG TRANSACTION OGQOMPLETED.

REGAINING’ CONSOLOUSNESS 
AFTER TEN HOURS. 
STANLEY’S REPORT OF HIS COMRADE’S 
CONDITION—REASONS FOR HOPE EX- 

PRESSED BY DR. PARKE. ; 


ZANZIBAR, Dec. 6.—The condition of Emin 
Pasha is slightly improved to-day. He, how- 
ever, in addition to the injuries to his head, 
received severe internal injuries when he fell. 

Emin Pasha was unconscious ten hours, but 
was able to speak this morning. He hopes to 
reach here in ten days, 

Lonpon, Dec. 6.—s8tanley, who arrived at Zan- 
zibar to-day, communicated to Mr. Burdett- 
Coutts by cable that the condition of Emin 
Pasha is in the greatest degree critical, and that 
the German naval surgeons who have seen him 
declare that only twenty in a hundred of such 
cases ever recover, this percentage including 
all the cases of men in the vigor of life. Emin’s 
ageis not great, but his physical condition is 
not good. In addition to other bad symptoms, 
the hemorrhage from the ears continues, and 
this, though it prevents the immediate forma- 
tion of a large clot in the brain, menaces life by

PISTOLS IN THE COURT ROOM. 


SHOOTING AFFRAY BETWEEN LAWYERS 
IN WHICH ONE IS KILLED. 


MARSHALL, Texas, Dec. 6.—T welve months ago 
ex-County Judge W. T. 8S. Keller enterea sult 
for divorce against his wife, E. 8. Keller. Judge 
Hazelwood, who was District Judge at the 
time, entered a decree giving two of the chil- 
dren to each of the litigants. On tho 29th of 


November application was made by the wife to_ 


the Hon. J. L. Blanton, special Judge in the 


case, for an order to restore to the wife the 
youngest daughter. 

‘The order was granted, and an officer was sent 
to San Angelo, the present residence ot Judge 
Keller, for the child, which was brought back, 
With itcame the father. Judge Blanton was 
ignorant of the order of Judge Hazelwood. 
Judge Blanton came down last evening, and 
commenced this morning to investigate the mat- 
ter. W.B. Greer and T. B. Young represented 
Judge Keller, and W. H. Pepe, Alexander Pope, 
and James Turner represented the wife. Mr. 
Greer addressed the court on behalf of his 
client. 

When he concluded W. H. Pope arose and 
made some remarks at which Judze Keller took 
offense and repiied to Mr. Pope iu equally offen- 
sive language that so offended Pope tbat he 
hurled a goid-headea cane at Keiler. who in- 
Stantly drew his pistol and commenced firing, 

About this time C. R. Weatbersby, a relative 
and warm friend of Judge Keller, appeared 
upon the scene, and, with pistol in hand, 
opened fire on Pope. The excitement at 
this time can be better imagined than described, 
Major James Turner fell eariy in the action, 
bat, on. examination, his wound proved to be 
only a flesh wound of the abdomen. 

W. H. Pope received a ball in the left shoulder 
and one through the fleshy part of the lower 
right arm. Three other buliets passed through 
his. clothes. is wounds, though’ painful, are 
not considered fatal. Alexander Pope was shot 
through-the bowels and dieu at 9 o’clock to- 
night.

THE MOTHER OF TROTTEKS. 


A MONUMENT IN HER MEMORY ERECTED 
AT STONY FORD FARM. 


MIDDLETOWN, WN. Y., Dec. 6.—Charles Backman 
ofthe Stony Ford Stock Farm has carried out 
the intention expressed at the time of the death 
of the famous trotting brood mare, Green 
Mountain Muid, of erecting a suitable monu- 
ment tothe memory of the “great mother of 
trotters.” The monument has just been set up 
at the spot where the mare was buried, on the 
summit of a knoll near the breeding stables at 


Stony Ford. The memorial is of red Missouri 
syenite, rises to the height of twenty-six feet, 
and weighs about eight tons. Inscriptions on 
the base read as follows: 

“In remembrance of Green Mountain Maid, the 
great mother of trotters and of the producers of 
trotters. Born 1862; died 1888, at Steny Ford, the 
birthplace of ail her children. 

“ Dam of Electioneer, Dame Trot, Storm, Miranda, 
Elite, Elina, Elaine, Mansfield, Antonio, Elise, 
Elista, Paul, Prospero, Launcelot, 

“This stone was erected A. D. 1889, by Charles 
Backman, on the spot dedicated to her worth and 
honored by her dust.” 

The sire of Green Mountain Maid was Harry 
Clay, he py Cassius M. Clay, Jr. Hor dam was 
Shanghai Mary, a Western mare of unknown 
pedigree. Green Mountain Maid was bred by 
the late Samuel Conkiing of Middletown, and 
was owned while a filly successively by D. B. 
Irwin, Elijah Dusenbury, and other horsemen 
hereabouts, 6ach of whom in turn gave her up 
a8 too fractious for the trotting track. Finally 
she fell under the notice of Charlies Backman, 
who added her to his selection of brood mares 
for the stock farm which he was then establish- 
ing at Stony Ford. Before her death Mr. Back- 
man sold seven of her foals, including Eleo- 
tioneer, for $68,830. He still retains tive on 
the farm. She is best. known as the dam, by 
Hambletonian, of Electioneer, the greatest of 
trotting sires, and the granddam of Sunol, the 
three-year-old wonder with a record of 2:10.

THE BIG ENGLISH COMPANY 
AND ITS PLANS. 

HOW FINANCIAL CIRCLES TOOK THE 
NEWS OF THE GREAT ENTERPRISE 

—NEW-YORK OFFICES ENGAGED. 


Wall-street was wholly surprised yesterday 
by the revelations made in THE Times of the 
plans that the great English company, with 
$100,000,000 at command, hasin view for the 
development of railway enterprises and indus- 
tries in general in this country. In some quar- 
ters there was a disposition to belittle and pooh- 
pooh the gigautic scheme, but the utmost that 
any denier of the facts was able to say was that 
he personally hadn’t happened to have neard 
of it. 


In some quarters where the facts wore known 
there were also indirect disputes of the truth of 
THE TIMEs’s exclusive story, but in such in- 
stances evasions andeven duwnright untruths 
were prompted by “business reasons.” ‘CHE 
TIMES bad uncovered the plans of the great 
deal betore the insiders were ready to take the 
public into their confidence. 

Such developments as came during the day— 
and there were substantia! ones—all tended to 
contirm the published statements and provide 
further details. Wall-street did not fail to ap- 
preciate the far-reaching importance of a 
project promising to introduce speedily $100,- 
000,000 of foreign cash into active use in this 
country. The stock market, reflecting tne in- 
fluences of popular feeling on that score, ac- 
quired a buoyancy that it has not known for 
a long time, and there was a sharp advance 
throughout the whole Stock Exchange list. 

The main purpose of this unparalleled enter- 
prise will not be merely the offering of assist- 
ance to railway ventures, As THE TIMES made 
plain yesterday, business projects of every 
character, promising profits and safety for in- 
vestment, will be recognized and aided. Some 
of the most influential members of the new 
company are in favor, in fact, of devoting more 
attention to the devolopment of industrial en- 
terprises than of guing into railways, thinking 
to meet less sharp competition there and to be 
surer of big earnings. 

Tho development of the country’s mineral 
resources Will be one conspicuous feature in the 
company’s programme, 

Some of the most prominent banking houses 
in Wal!-atreet are to be identified with the man- 
agement of the company, and three at least 
will provide Trustees. One gentleman who 
knows of the purposes of the new company is a 
prominent Wall-street lawyer whose knowl- 
edge has come largely through professional 
avenues, for which reasons he is disinclined to 
divulge the great plan’s details. This he was 
willing to say: 

“The company has been organized in Eng- 
land. Its object is the investigation, acquisi- 
tion, and development of industrial and other 
enterprises in the United States and elsewhere. 
Such @ company has been organized in Eng- 
land, and has behind it seme of the strongest 
banking and business conceras of Great Brit- 
ain.” 

This authority indicated the plan of opera- 
tion of the company, by oumperine it with a 
similar recent enterprise of the London house 
of Rothschild. ‘That firm organized » company 
with the small ‘capital of £5,000 for the pur- 
pose of exploring and investigating new fields 
forinvestment. The enterprise resulted in the 
location and development of the now famous 
Ruby diamond mines, and “the shares of the 
original exploring company have been wuliti- 
plied a thousandfold, 

Tho English capitalists behind the present 

scheme, he said, were some of the largest and 
soundest in Great Britain. But a small share 
of the capital has been subscribed in this coun- 
try. The concern would not confine its opera- 
tions to this country or tothis contihentif it 
found an opening elsewhere, but it was origi- 
nally formed with the primary intention of de- 
veloping the industrial resources of the United 
States. Of course, if a safe railroad enterprise 
was thrown in its way it would engage in it, 
but it was not the intention nor was it likely 
that railroad building would form a large part 
of the company’s operations. 
. The new company is even now almost ready 
to begin active operations. Offices at an annual 
rental of $15,000 have been engaged in one of 
the new buildings in Wall-street, and it 1s 
stated sewi-otficially that the English manager 
of the enterprise sails to-day from England for 
New- York. 


OPPOSED TO THE NEGRO, 





A GRAND ARMY POST ORDERS TWO 
COURTS-MARTIAL. 


HARTFORD, Conn., Dee. 6.—T wo courts-mar- 
tial have been ordered by Nathaniel Lyon Post 
of the Grand Army of this dity in consequence 
of the disclosures made a few weeks ago con- 
cerning the action of that organization in fore- 
ing the withdrawal of the negro Frank H. Ham- 
ilton’s application for membership and his 
rejection on the ground of color alone as unfit 
for comradeship with Grand Army men. 

Subsequently Robert O. Tyler Post received 
Hamilton’s application, and elected him as one 
of its members, thereby rebuking the spirit 
which had dominated Nathaniel Lyon Post. THE 
NEW-YORK TIMEs’S Correspondent, who defend- 
ed the rights of the negro and made public the 
reprehensible treatment which he had received, 
is one of the members against whom the 


court-martial has been ordered. The difficulty 
has resolved itself into this, that if it is an 
offense to be punished by court-martial, it dis- 
closes the bigotry that prevails in Grand Army 
posis against the negro soldiers of the war. 

The action of Nathaniel Lyon Post toward the 
colored man Hamilton was important mainly 
‘from the tact that Gen. Hawley and Congress- 
man William E. Simonds are members and ex- 
Commanders of the post. So far as known 
neither of these gentiomen has rebuked the 
attitude taken by the post toward an honorably- 
discharged colored soldier. 

The present Commander of the post, who, by 
the way, is one of Congressman Simonds’s 
partisan appointments in the Railroad Postal 
service, is authority for the statement that Mr. 
Simmonds has advised the assertion that Hamil- 
ton was not rejected by the post and that the 
organization is not on record as adverse to 
negro cemradeship. 

The attempt to throw the responsibility for 
the rejection of Hamilton on the Democratic 
members was a dismal failure. The bitterest 
part of the opposition came from a Republican 
leader in the post. 





TO STUDY ATHLETICS 

NEW-HAVEN, Conn., Dec. 6.—M. Pierre de 
Coubertin, a young man who has been sent to 
this country by the French Government to 
study athieticsat the American universities, 
was in this city to-day. He brought letters of 
introdugtion to President Dwight, Pror. Dex- 
ter, and Prof. Farnam. He was given every 
facility for a thorough examination of the Yale 
method of athletics. His objectin coming to 
this country is to make himself thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the management of athletics at 
American colleges, and thereby to devise some 
means of interesting the students at the French 
University in athletics. 

In order to improve the physique of her 
young men the French Government has dis- 
patched M. de Coubertin on the mission which 
brought him to Yale. M. de Coubertin is a 
slight-built young man of about thirty years of 
age. He speaks English quite fluently, and 
seemed to take a great interest in what he saw 
and heard on the campus to-day. His escort 
was Charles H. Farnam. 

M. de Coubertin manifested considerable in- 
terest in the rowing tank, which has been filled 
with water, and was used for the first time on 
Thursday, It was a little early for the crew to 
bexin practice, but the oars were in position 
and the working of the apparatus was explain- 
ed to the visitors.

TAINTOR CROWDED OUT. 


THE NEW POLICE JUSTICE INFORMED 
THAT HE IS NO LONGER A REPUBLICAN. 


The Executive Committee of the Republican 
County Committee met last night at 54 West 
Thirty-first-street and took up the feonsidera- 
tion of the new by-laws and constitution, which 
have been in course of preparation for some 
time. All the local leaders, or most of them, 
were present, Col. 8. V. R. Cruger presided, 
and Surveyor George W. Lyon, Deputy Sar- 
veyor John Collins, Frank Raymond, Sheridan 
Shook, Police Justice Patterson, John W. 
Jacobus, John D. Lawson, and other familiar 
“igures in Republican local leadership were 
visible. The new constitution and  Dby- 
laws had been discussed many times before, 
and the Executive Committee voted on them 
section by section and recommended them for 
adoption to the County Committee, which 
meets in Nilsson Hall Dec. 19. 

The conspicuous change madein the laws is 
. abolition of the yearly enroliment, and when 
the new rules are adopted those who desire to 
become members of the local Republican or- 
ganization can doso only by joining the dis- 
trict organization after being proposed at the 
regular meetings and going through the usual 
course. This enlarges the power of the district 
organizations and tends, itis claimed by some 
politicians, to make the Republican organiza- 
tion of the city more of a close corporation 
than ever. e 

When the section was reached which provides 
thatno Republican filling an office the power 
of appointment to whichis vested in a Demo- 
crat shall be a member of the County Commit- 
tee, an officer of the District Committee, a dele- 
gate to a nominating convention, or an 
inspector of election, the meeting was stirred 
by a little excitement. 

Police Justice Taintor, an appointee of Mayor 
Grant, got up and moved that this section be 
stricken out. It effected him particularly. John 
D. Lawson of the Seventh blocked Justice Tain- 
tor right away. Herose to a point of order 
and said that the rule which Jystice Taintor 
was trying to have left out was in force under 
the old plan of organization, and that under its 

rovision the acceptance of an office under a 

emocrat terminated the Republican appointees 
connected with the County Committee. Mr. 
Taintor had no business to be at the meeting, 
and had no standing in it. 

Mr. Lawson's point of order was sustained, 
and Justice Taintor took up his hat, smiled at 
his old colleague, ana got out, saying: “ Well, if 
that is so, this is no place for me.” The section 
he objected to was then adopted. 

The much-talked-ot reorganization in some of 
the districts did not materialize in any discus- 
sion at the meeting. When asked about it, Col. 
Cruger said that the disagreewent among the 
Republicans only existed in Democratic news- 
papers, and others made the usual commonplace 


remark, that there was no need for a reorgan- 
ization.

basis of federation between the farmers and 
the Knights was agreed upon. The resolutions 
upon which the farmers had agreed were read 
over to the representatives of the Knights, and 
with very slight modifications were accepted as 
satisfactory. 

Then it was agreed that.the farmers should 
appoint a legislative committee of two to act in 
coujunction with the Legislative Committee of 
the Knights at Washington to secure legislation 
in accordance with the views of both bodies. 
The executive officers of the two organizations 
will form a central couneil to consult from 
time to time upon all matters of joint interest.

THEIR DEAD CHIEFTAIN 


THE SOUTH IN MOURNING FOK- 
JEFFERSON DAVIS. 
MARKS OF PROFOUND SORROW SHOWN 
EVERYWHERE—MR. DAVIS'S LAST 
HOURS—FUNERAL ARRANGEMENTS. 


NeEw-ORLBANS, Dec. 6,—Had some awful 
catastrophe occurred, evidences of general and 
sincere sorrow could not have been more plen- 
tiful than they have been in this city to-day. 
Jefferson Davis ia dead, and his death has cast 
ashadow over the whole city in which he 
breathed his last. Flags have hung at half-mast 
all day; bells have been tolled in the slow, fa- 
nereal way which tells of death, and there-has 
been but one topic of discussion within the 
limits of the town. 

Judge Fenner has to-day received many tele 
grams of condolence addressed to himself and 
to Mrs. Davis from men of prominence all over 
the South. In almost every town in the South- 
ern States news of the death of Mr. Davis has 
been received with the most profound sorrow. 
In many of them buildings have been draped 
in mourning, chureh bells have been tolled and 
flags hune at half mast, and in allof them there 
has been some outward show made of the grief 
of the inhabitants. 

Gov. Fowle of North Carolina sent a massage 
of sympathy to Mrs. Davis, and also issucd this 
proclamation, the suggestion in which ts likely 
to be carried out generally by the people of the 
South: , 

Whereas, Almighty God, by His providence, hath 
removed from this world the trusted leader of the 
peovle of the State of North Carolina in the four 
darkest years of her history, aud ; 

Whereas, Our entire people regard his memory 
with feelings of the highest respect, esteem, anid 
affection; now, for the purpose of manifesting their 
appreciation of his exalted character and distin- 
guished services, I enjoin upon tke people of thiz 
State, laying aside all business, to assemble them. 
selves at their respective places of worship at the 
time to be appointed for the funeral by Mrs. Davis 
and to join in suitable services. 

From the beginning of his fatal illness Mr. 
Davis had insistea that his case was nearly or 
quite hopeless, though the dread of pain or fear 
of death never appeared to take the slightest 
hold upon his spirits, which were brave and 
even buoyant from the beginning of his attack. 
In vain did the doctors strive to impress upon 
him that bis health was improving. He steadi- 
ly insisted that there was no improvement, but 
with Christian resignation he was content ta 
accept whatever Providence had in store for 
him. Only once did he waver in his belief thas 
his case showed no improvement, and that was 
atanearly hour yesterday morning, when hoe 
playfully remarked to Mr. Payne: “I am afraid 
that I shall be compelled to agree with the doc- 
tors for once and admit that I am a little bet- 
ter.” 

All day long the favorable symptoms contin- 
ued, and late in the afternocn—as late as 4 
o’clock—Mrs. Davis sent such a cheering mes- 
sage to Mrs. Stamps and Mr. and Mrs, Farrar 
that they decided, for the first time since Mr. 
Davis had been ill, toattend the opera. At 6 
o’clock last evening, without any assignablo 
cause, Mr. Davis was seized with a congestive 


chill, which seemed to absolutely crush the vi- 
tality out of his already enfeebled body. Se 
weak he was that the violence of the assauli 
upon him soon subsided for lack of vitality upon 
which to prey. 

From that moment to the moment of bis 
death the history of his case was that of ¢rad- 
ual sinking. At 7o’clock Mrs, Davis adminis- 
tered some medicine, but the ex-President 
declined to receive the whole dose. Sbe urged 
upon him the necessity of taking the remainder, 
but putting it aside, with the gentlest of gest- 
ures, he whispered: ‘‘ Pray excuee me.” 

These were his last words. Gradually he 
grew weaker and weaker, but never for an in 
stant seemed to lose consciousness. Lying 
peacefully upon his bed, and without a trace of 
pain in his look, heremained for hours. Silently 
clasping and tenderly caressing his wife’s band 
with undaunted Christian spirit he awaited the 
end. 

From the moment the congestive chill az 
tacked him those gathsred around his bedside 
who had been watching and noting with paiw 
ful interest every change of symptom for thé 
past month, knew well that the dread messen: 
ger was even atthe door. About 10:30 o’cloc#¥ 
Associate Justice Fenner went to the Frencs 
Opera-House to call to Mr, Davis’s bedside Mr 

nd Mrs. Farrar and Mrs. Stamps. As soon af 

he message reached them they hurried to the 

bedside of the dying man. By 11:20 o’eloch 
there were assembled in the death chambe) 
Mrs. Davis, Drs. Chaille and Bickham, Assoct 
ate Justice and Mrs. Fenner, Miss Nannié 
Smith, Mr. Davis’s grandniece, wud Mr. and 
Mrs. E. H. Farrar. 

Finding that Mr. Davis was breathing some- 
what heavily.as he lay upoa bis back, the docto: 
assisted him to turn upon his right side. With 
his cheek resting upon his right hand, likea 
sleeping infant, and with his left hand droop 
ing across his chest, he lay for some tifteeu win: 
utes, breathing softly, but faintiy. More and 
more feeble became his respirations, till they 
passed into silence, and then the waichers knew 
that the silver cora bad been loosed and the 
golden bow] broken. The Father of the Confed- 
eracy had passed away. 

A toucbing inciaent occurred in the death 
chamber this morning upon the arrival of Milo 
Gooper, an aged and decreplt colored man who 
had been Mr. Davis’s servant during the war. 
For the past fifteen years Milo has beena rasi- 
dent of Florida, and each yedr has sent to his 
old master some remembrance in the shape of 
oranges or other fruit grown by himself, fear- 
ing of the severe illness of Mr. Davis, he depart- 
ed for New-Orleans for the purpose of setting 
a last glimpse of his master’s Kindly face. Cpor 
his arrival this morning he was adwiited to tie 
death chamber, where he fell upon his Enees, 
and, burating into tears, prayed for his déad 
master. 

Early in the day many visitors called, but af 
the request of Mrs. Davis that her dead be left 
alone with her for the day the front door was 
locked and callers were rigidly excluded. A 
cablegram was sent to Miss Winnie Davis, whe 
is now in Parig with Mrs. Pulitzer. ana tele- 
grams were seat among others to Mrs. Hayes, 
Mr. Davis’s daughter, who was expected here 
last night from Fort Worth, but from whom a 
Message had been received later in the evening 
announcing her Inability to arrive befors to- 
morrow. Auother telegraiww was sent by Judge 
Fenner to Gov. Lowry vf Mississ!ppi, intorming 
him of the death of bis State’s most disctin- 
guished son. ‘ 

At noon a committee of distinguished citizens 
met at the City Hall upon the call of Mayor 
Shakespeare to make arrangements for the 
funeral. It was decided to remove the body to 
the City Hall to-night, where it will Le in state 
in custody ofa guard of honor commanded by 
Col. J. B. Richardson of the Washington Artil- 
lery. The tunera) will take place Wednesday at 
noon, Bishop Galleher of the Episcopal Caurci 
conducting the ceremonies. The boy will be 
temporarily interred at Metairie Cemetery in 
the tomp of the Veteran Association of ‘the 
Army of Northern Virginia. All the Governors 
of the Soutnern States were formally invited to 
be present at the funeral and act as pail bearers. 

Gen. George W. Jones of Iowa, a lifeloug 
friend of Mr. Davis, arrived this morning a few 
hours after death had come. He wus greatiy 
affected over the death of Mr. Davis, who, 
though ino his eighty-second year, was his junior 
by several months. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Dec. 6.—Mr. Henry W. Grady 
this morning telegraphed Mr. Farrar, a fricnd 
of the Davis family, asking if a death mask 
could betaken. An affirmative answer was re- 
ceived, and the Constitution sent Orion Frazer, 
the sculptor, to New-Orleans on the first train. 
From this mask a statue of Mr. Davis Will ne 
made for the city of Atlanta. A fand for this 
purpose has already been started. 

Atianta wants the body buried here, and a 
number of telegrams to that effect have been 
sent to the family. West View Cemetery 
1s located on the site of some famous 
battles around Atlanta. Gov. Gordon to-day 
telegraphed the Governors of all the Seurnern 
States suggesting that tne people of the several 
States meet at the hour appointed for tho 
funeral of Mr. Davis and join in suitable msmo- 
rial exercises. He also suggests that ths peo- 

le unite in raising a fund for the famiir.

Gov. Lee sent the following dispatch to-night 
to Judge Charles E. Fenner, at New-Orleans: 

““T voice the unanimous desire of our citizens in 
asking that the last resting place of the illustrious 
statesman, Jefferson Davis, ben Richmond. As the 
capital of the Confederacy, here he lived; here, 
then, let him sleep, watched over by the city which, 
Son ge many years, was the object of his loving solici- 

During the time of his residence here the 
President’s office and the Cabinet rooms and 
Ootier ottices were in the granite building now 
used as Post Oftice, Custom House, and for other 
Governmental purposes, Mr. Davis’s house 
was at the corner of Twelfth and Clay, almost 
opposite and about a dozen blocks north of his 
office. It was his custom to walk to the office 
in the morning. His usual route was through 
the Capitol square. About 10 o’clock each 
morning he could be seen coming down the 
gkraveled waiks to the Executive ofiice. His 
private office in those days war the one now 
and almost ever since used as the United States 
court room. There it was that the President 
was arraigned before United States Circuit 
dudge Underwood on the 13th of May, 1865, to 
be tried for treason. He had been ar- 
rested in Georgia and committed to Fort- 
ress Monroe, where he remained for weeks. 
He was finally brought here and came before 
Judge Unde: wood, wio bailed him, and that 
was the last ever heard of that famous trial. 
The Cabinet room—the one in which Mr. Davis 
heid his counaiis with his official househoid— 
was the one just oppvsite the President's 
room, and for years has been used by the clerk 
of tae United States District Court. It was 
there that all of the great military movements 
wore discussed by the head of the Confederacy 
and his advisers. With the exception of sen- 
ator Reagan of Texas, who was Mr. Davis’s 
Postmaster General, all of these have passed 
away. 

No one in Richmond or, for that matter, in 
the South, outside oi his own family, saw more 
of President Davis in those days than Mr. Wili- 
iam H. Davies of this city. That gentleman, 
when abvut pineteen, entered the President's 
service as confidential messenger. He was 
with him from the time Mr. Davis came here 
from Montgomery, Ala., until the night of the 
evacuation. Referring to the Cabinet meetings, 
Mr. Davies said to-day: 

“Gen. Rovert E. Lee was the only person 
ever permitted to enter the Cabinet unan- 
nounced. When he came inI merely opened 
the dvors and he walked into the council 
chamber.” 

Drifting into reminiscences of the ex-Presi- 
dent, Mr. Davies continued: ‘* He was one of 
the most lovable men I ever knew. He was 
always dignitied, calm, aud thoroughly well 
poised, and he treatei everybody around him 
with courtesy. With me he was more likea 
tather than an employer. Mr. Davis was a fine 
vider, the finest, [ think, I ever knew. It was 
his custom to ride out three or four tlmes a 
week, or us much oftener as the weather and 
his official duties permitted. A favorite route 
was up Clay-street in the direction of Camp 
Lee. He was Dearly always alone, never baviug 
the slightest fear of his life. ‘This, by the 
Way, Game near getting him into trouble 
eve evening. [remember it just as well as if it 
occurred yestvrday. The President rode out 
the ‘Bloody Run road.’ When just below 
Rockett’s some one fired a pistol at him from 
ambush, Luekily, the assassin missed his mark. 
The Man was subsequently found conceaied tu 
the roof of oue Of the shanties in the neighbor- 
hvoed, and arrested. He was never prosecuted, 
though. This 1ncident never alarmed Mr. Davia, 
nor did he permit it to interfere with his even- 
inc equestrian exercise. 

Or Jefierson Davis Gov. Lee said to-night: 
‘“*He was, in my opinion, in many respects one 
of ine greatest Men this Republic has ever pro- 
duced. He was able, buid, true, manly, consci- 
entious, clear in thought, adwirable iu expres- 
sion, cultured in address, and he stood steauy 
iu his firm belief in the doctrines of this Gov- 
ernment, though the very lightning scorcied 
the ground beneath his feet. The Southern peo- 
pie loved him because he suffered for them. 
They are prepared to protect and guard his 
mewory from the flerce future winds wi preju- 
dice, saying to all those who hated bim and 
Whose bearts are consumed at this hour by sec- 
tionel animonsities, ‘If this be treason, make the 
wost of it.’”

NO OFFICIAL NOTICE TAKEN. 

WasninGron, Deo. 6.—The War Department 
hes not officially been informed of the death of 
Jefie-son Davis, and has taken no action with 
respect teit. A large oil painting of the dead 
man bangs on the wall of the chief clerk’s 
room, which immediately adjoins the office of 
the Secretary. It is surrounded by poriaits of 
other ex-Secretaries, including Simon Cameron, 
Gen. Schofield, anti Messrs, Floyd and Conrad. 
It bears the foliowing inscription: ‘ Jefferson 
Davis, 8ecfetary of War, 1853-7, Pierce’s Ad- 
ministration.” There wus no crape about the 
portrait, and the fiag over the building, which 
las always been hal!-masted on the death of an 
ex-Secretary, to-day floats in a good breeze 
from its usual place at the top of the staff. 

Secretary Proctor, when asked what course 
the department would pursue in regara to Mr. 
Davis’s death, said: “1 see no occasion for any 
action whatever. It would subserve no gvod 
purpose that [can see. It is better to let the 
matter rest in oviivion—sieep if it will—and to 
reiegate it to the past than to do anything that 
would revive memories best forzotten.” 

Several army oltlicers, in talking about the 
case, approved the Secretary’s determination, 
ani said there was really no other course to

TRIBUTES FKOM ABROAD. 
LONDON, Dec. 6.—All the evening papers have 
feaders on Jefferson Davis. The G/ob: recalls 
Mr. Gledstone’s evlogium, including the famous 
phrase so much criticised at the time, ‘ Jeffer- 


son Davis has created a nation,” and adds that 
if he did not create a nation 1t was because 
such a creation was clearly not possible in the 
conditions; that if statesmanship, military 
genius, and devotion on the part of a whole 
people were sufficient for the foundation of a 
State a Slaveholding republic would have been 
established. The enterprise failed because suc- 
cess in the conditions was not difficult, but im- 
possibie. 

The St. James’s Gazette doubts whether Davis 
will take a historical position as one of the 
world’s great men.

He had wonderful luck in discovering Lee—one

AN ANECDOTE OF MR, DAVIS. 
An amusing anecdote of Jefferson Davis is 
told by Mr. Oliver Dyer, author of ‘‘Great Sen- 
ators of Forty Years Ago,” who is perhaps the 
only person in the city who has a clear remem- 
brance of. Mr. Davis as he appeared during the 
session of the fhirtieth Congress in 1848-9,

EXEVUTION OF “GBEBNWALL 
FOR THE MURDER OF LYMAN 8. WEEKS 


IN MARCH, 1887. 


John Theodore Wild was the name marked 
on a plain stained-wood coffin that was carried 
out of Raymond-Street Jail, Brooklyn, yeater- 
day morning, but the body within it was that 
of John Greenwall, who at 7:30 o’clock had 
explated on the gallows the bratal murder of 
Lyman 8 Weeks. The condemned man had 
retained his unnatural calm until a second be- 
fore the black cap was drawn over his eyes. 
Then his face grew suddenly white and his 
pihioned knees trembled. Father O’Hara 


uickly placea a crucifix on Greenwail’s 
lips, and the latter kissed it passionately. 
The next instant “Joe” Atkinson had 
Tapped aberply on the wooden partition con- 
cealing the 552 pounds of weights, a crash was 
heard, und Greenwall’s body was jerked into 
the air. The subsequent tall broke his neck, 
and death was almost instantaneous, After 
a lapse of twenty minutes, during which there 
was comparatively little convulsive motion, 
the body was lowered into the coffin. It was 
taken from the jail to Hurper’s undertaker’s 
rooms and thence to the Holy Cross Cemetery, 
where Father O’Hara had purchased a grave. 

The crime for which Greenwall sutfered death 
was committed about midnight on March 15, 
1887. The victim was Lyman 8. Weeks, a well: 
to-do hatter, who lived with his family at 1,07f 
De Kalb-avenue. On the night in question he 
‘was preparing to retire when he heard a noise 
in the basement. At bis wifo’s request he took 
alampand went down. Opening the door at 
the foot of the basement stairs he saw a man 
standing in the dining room near the sideboard, 
with his, (Weeks’s,) overcoat on his back. Before 
a@ word could be uttered the burglar raised a re- 
volver aud fired. Mr. Weeks tell across the 
doorasill, shot through the breast, end his mur- 
derer, stepping over the prostrate body flea.” 
As he passed out through the front yard, Mrs. 
Weeks, from her bedroom window, saw hiw and 
raised an alarm. When the neighbors reached 
the dining room Mr. Weeks was dead. Five 
minutes later his overcoat was found 1D @ Vva- 
cant lot near the house. 

With these meagre facts and no olue what- 
ever, the police started gut to tind the murderer, 
and for a time they had po hope of success. 
Three weeks later Inspector Byrnes arrested 
Paul Krause, John Greenwail, Charles Miller, 
and one Baker, for a burglary in New-Jersey, 
and Krause agd Baker made a statement allex- 
ing that Greetwall had confessed to murdering 
Mr. Weeks. They said that he had refused t 
go to Brooklyn on a “job” because he ba 
killed ‘‘that man in De Kalb-avenue.” The trial 
wus begun two months later and Greenwall 

leaded an alibi. He and Miller, who was in- 

ioted as an accomplice, swore that 
they were not in Brooklyn at the time 
of the murder, but were asleep in a 
lodging house at 53 Bowery. The prosecution 
produced a Mr. Chamberlain, who had seen 
Greenwall and Miller on a Catharine Ferr 
boat on the afternoon of March 15, and atl 
o'clock that night had seen them standing op- 
posite Mr. Weeks’s house. Dr. Atwood identi- 
fied them aséwv men he had seen in a saloon 
near the Weeks house an bour before the mur- 
der, and the driver of the car upon which they 
had ridden from the scene of the murder posi- 
tively identified them. To complete the chain 
a detective went over this route on the same 
car and reached the Bowery lodging house at 
the very hour that, it was shown, the two pris- 
oners had, entered on the night of the crime. 
Greenwall was convicted, 

The Court of Appeals reversed this verdict on 
a technicality, and on # second trial Greenwall 
again was convicted. This verdict the Court of 
Appeals confirmed. 

hree weeks ago some local lawyers began 
an attempt to save the condemned man. They 
vot affidavits from Miller and Greenwall and 
one Christian to the effect that Paul Krause 
shot Mr. Weeks. Although all three had sworn 
on the trials that Greenwall was notin Brook- 
lyn onthe night of the murder, in their afii- 
davits they admitted that he was, and Miller 
admitted in addition that Mr. Chamberlain, Dr. 
Atwood, and the car driver were right in their 
identifica‘ion of him, but pretended that Krause, 
and not Greenwall, was with him. There was 
not a single point of resemblance between 
Krause and Greenwall, and the court held that 
it the three witnesses were right about Miller 
they were right about Greenwall. Gov. Hill 
Was appealed to, but he took a similar view. 





YANELEL DIDN'T PAY. 


WHY A BOARDING HOUSE FAILED TO 
CHANGE OWNERS. 


The Hotel Kolb, an immigrant boarding house 
at 61 Greenwich-street, is kept by Fred Kolb, a 
Hungarian. Three weeks ago an immigrant 
named Edmund Yaneil!l was sent, it is alleged, 
to Kolb’s house by Morris Silberstein, a clerk 
in the Landing Bureau at Castle Garden. 

Yanell remained at the hotel for several days, 
paying his board promptly every night until 
his money ranoat. Yaneil then told Kolb that 
he expected $10,000 trom his father in Hun- 
gary. It was to arrive through the Austrian 
Consul’s office. Kolb proposed that Yanell buy 


him out and take the hotel. After several days 
Yauell pretended to consent, and on the Sun- 
day morning following a notary public was sent 
for to draw up the papers, 

Yanell then remembered that he had no ex- 
perience in hotel keeping, but Kolb introduced 
8 man who, he said, was an experienced man- 
ager, and would put experience against capital 
for a half interest. After talking all day Yanell 
signed the agreement which made the stranger 
his partner. 

For several days after this Yanell received 
every atiention at the Hotel Kolb. One nighthe 
went out with his new partner and durin 
their celebration the partner missed $18, whiek 
he accused Yanell of stealing. On this charge 
Yanell was lodged in the Tombs, 

It has since leaked out that Yanell had no 
money coming from Hungary. The people 
at the hotel refuse to talk about their own side 
of the case, but are loud in their denuncia- 
tions of Yanell. 





MANY TIMES MARRIED. 

Mildred Kraft, a vivacious young woman of 
twenty-three, who is known to have at least 
three husbands alive at this time, was made de- 
fendant yesterday in a suit broughtin the City 
Court, Brooklyn, by Edward J. Kraft, one of 
her victims, for an annulment of his marriage, 
Heisason of George J, Kraft, a wealthy im- 
porter, and lives with his parents at 122 Amity- 
street. He said he married the defendant in 
Greenwich, Conn.,in August, 1888, but soon 
left her upon learning that she was the wife of 
William W. Shefiler of this city. Mr. Sheffier iaen- 
tified a picture of Mrs. Kraft as that of his wite, 
whom he had married in October, 1884. He was 
eighteen years old, he said, when the ceremony 
was periormed, and never lived with the wo- 
man. Counsel produced a certificate of mar- 
riage signed by Dr. Deems of the Church of the 
Strangers of thia city. Proof was then submit- 
ted showing that the defendant was married to 
Richard H. Keller on Dec. 25, 1887, by the Rev.

OARING FORK EPILEPTIOS, 


DR. JACOBS’S SHARP CRITICISM OF THE 
LEGISLATURE’S COURSE. 


Health Commissioner Joseph D. Bryant read 
@ paper last night on the disposition of stable 
refuse before the public health and hygiene 
section of the Academy of Medicine. He said 
that there are 60,000 horses in the city below 
One Hundred and Thirty-fitth-street, and the 
refuse amounted to about nine hundred thou- 
sand pounds daily. About three hundred thou- 
sand dollars is invested in the business of re- 
moving this refuse. He urged that there would 
be great benetit to the public in compelling 
all this refuse to be baled before it is carried 


through the streets. Commissioners Bryant 
and Smith had agreed on a@ report recom- 
mendinge that after May 1, 1890, baling be 
made compulsory. The meeting voted its ap- 
proval of the report. 

Dr. Frederick Peterson read a paper on “ The 
Colonization of Epileptics.” He said that for 
every otler defective class some provision had 
been made, but the sufferer from epilepsy was 
lett to shift for himself. Dr. Peterson urged 
that separate institutions for these unfort- 
unates should be established in this country. 

Dr. A. Jacobi said the State would probably 
not provide separate care for epileptics for ten 
or twenty years yet. If a bill giving the pau- 
per insane @ chance to live as human beings 
were passed next year it would be all that 
could be expected. 

* This 18 not a civilized country,” Dr. Jacobi 
added; ‘it 1a semi-barbarous.” He cited the 
course of the Legislature in its treatment of the 
insane as proof of the assertion.

TWO BABIES SUFFOCATED. 


HEROIC EFFORTS OF THEIR PARENTS TO 
SAVE THEM. 


At 5:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon Mrs. Jane 
Lilly, janitress of the flat 160 West One Hun- 
dread and Twenty-seventh-street, went to a 
neighboring grocery to make some purchases, 
leaving her only two baby boys, Robbie and 
Joseph, four and five years old respectively, at 
play in her apartments in the basement. Whea 
she returned ten minutes later, dense yolumes 
of smoke were pouring up from the basement 
area, and the tenants were in a panic, They 


thought the house was doomed, for the smoke 
nrg ga and stifling, and indicated a destruct- 
ve fire. 

Mrs. Lilly’s first thought was of her babies, 
and, with her husband, she made gp dash 
through the blinding smoke which rolled up 
the basement stairs. Groping their way 
through the darkness they found they children 
unconscious in the back foom, which was used 
asa bedroom. They were almost overcome by 
the suffocuting atmosphere, but with a brave 
united effort they reached the sidewalk with 
their charges and carried them to. Herman 
Orlewitz’s drug store across the street. 

Just then an ambulance that had been sum- 

moned arrived, and the surgeon seconded the 
druggist’s etforts to restore the children to con- 
sciousness, but all to no purpose. They had 
been suffocated by the smoke, but no burns 
were found upon their little bodies. 
_ The tire appears to have started on a lounge 
in the front basement, and to have been com- 
munivcated to the portiéres separating it from 
the bedroom in the rear. The theory of the ten- 
ants 1s that the children themselves set fire to 
the place, probably playing with matches. 

The bodies were removed to Undertaker Mar- 
tin’s establishment, on Seventh-avenue, and the 
Coroner was notified. The family is in needy 
circumstances,and a gehtleman who heard of the 
occurrence and gave his name as Mr. Quinn of 
1,484 Avenue A handed Capt. Hooker of the 
Thirtieth Precinct a five-dollar dill, which Po- 
liceman Callahan later in the evening carried to 
Mr. Lilly. The tenants of the flat wiil bear the 
expenses of the double funeral. The flat is the 
property of Mr. Isaac 8. Wright, and owing to 
the prompt arrival of the department the dam- 
age was slight. 


JUST FROM HAYTI.

ARRIVAL OF THE NEW HAYTIAN MINIS- 
TER TO WASHINGTON. 


The steamer G. W. Clyde, which arrived yes- 
day from Turks Island and Haytian ports, 
brought no confirmation of the reported trouble 
under the new Haytian Government On the 
contrary, she brought as a passenger the new 
Haytian Minister to Washington, Mr. Hannibal 
Frice, who was emphatic in his declaration that 
everything is quiet in Hayti. He says that there 
is every evidence that the turbulent little island, 
which seems to have been in hot water most of 
the time since the days of Columbus, is about to 
settle down at last to an era of peace and pros- 
perity. According to Minister Price the Hay- 
tian people are tired of the uncertainties and 
distractions of civil war and are glad to carry 
on pursuits somewhat less harrassing. 

Minister Price himself is a fine-looking 
Haytian of imposing presence. His complexion, 


like that of all his countrymen, is very dark, but 
his features are delicate and refined, entirely 
of the Caucasian type. He is about forty years 
of age, and has already hela several positions of 
trustin behalf of hig country. For five years 
he was connected with the Panama Canal en- 
terprise. He is weil educated and a master of 
the English language. His family remains be- 
hind at Hayti for the present. Minister Price 
will proceed to Washington in a day or two,

‘BOMB SIGNIFIOANT PAPERS. 


THEY CONCERN FORAKER, AND LAWYER 
CAMPBELL OF THIS CITY HAS THEM. 


Acoording to Thomas 2. Campbell of this city 
Gov. Foraker, in his effcrt to exculpate himself 
in the Onio ballot-box forgery case, has either 
carelessly or by design suppressed certain cor- 
Trespondence that has an important bearing on 
his attempted defense. Mr. Campbell is a law- 
yer at 265 Broadway and has been mentioned 
in reports of the forgery case as the legal repre- 
sentative of R. 8 Wood. The lawyer is also 


counsel for the ballot-box company, organized 
to make the invention of Wood profitable, if 
ossible. Wood is said to have put into the 
ands of Mr. Campbell autograph letters and 
other papers, which clearly implicate an Ohio 
Republican described as standing “as high in 
the party councils as Gov. Foraker.” 

Mr. Campbeli was asked yesterday if he had 
such documents in his possession and admitted 
that he bad certain letters and telegrams of a 
significant character. He intimated that Gov. 
Foraker had either been imposed upon or had 
entered into a conspiracy tosmash rival leaders 
not only in bis own party, but in the Demo- 
cratic Party. The aiming of the battery first 
against Governor-elect Campbell was apparent- 
Ra an accident, and the opportunity to make 
that use of it after Governor-elect Campbell's 
nomination was too good to og pemee. 

**L cannot promise,” said Lawyer Campbell, 
“that I shall make public the documents in my 

ossession. There are four letters and about a 

ozen telegrams from Goy. Foraker to Wood 
and copies of a number of letters sent by Wood 
to Foraker. I do not find these printed in the 
Governor’s very full explanation, and yet it is 
barely possible that they escaped his notice. 
Some very nice points are involved in this 
scandal, and I cannot do anything unadvisedly. 
There is a criminal libel proceeding pending 
against Wood, and it is not improbable that an 
action for damages may be undertaken against 
those who are alleged to be guilty of casting 
odium upon the ballot-box company. Governor- 
elect Campbell is concerned, and his inierest is 
such that I shall endeavor to have an interview 
with him to-morrow morning, as he is now in 
the city. 3 

“ITdonot consider, from what I have seen in 
print, that Gov. Foraker’s explanation of his 
case is clear. He may agree with me when he 
carefully reads his story in print and conclude 
to explain further. The letters [ have were 
written before the forgery was published. 
Wood cannot be punished for the crime of 
forgery, for that crime was committed when 
the forged document was passed or uttered, 
and subsequently published. In my opinion, 
the keynote of the couse lies in the Foraker- 
Wood correspondence prior to the nomination 
of Gov. Cyprbell. and in the fact that a public 
man of the judicial and legal experience of 
Gov. Foraker should dicker for the possession 
of an important document, then keep it long in 
his possession without making an effort to 
ascertain its genuineness, and finally in- 
trust 1t to an editor like Murat Hal- 
stead. He never regarded Campbell seri- 
ously 8 ® dangerous opponent, and 
why did he not call the attention of Sherman, 
Butterworth, and McKinley to the document if 
he thougbt their signatures genuine? I dare 
say that if Gov. Foraker was subjected to an 
intelligent and rigid cross-examination it 
would be embarrassing for him to answer all 
the questions. Itis queer, if he did not know 
of the conspiracy, tuat he should permit the 
publication of a document which he knew 
affect the reputations of both friends and 

oes. 

* Wood owns & small interest in the ballot 
box company. He had a bill before the last 
Congress in the interest of the invention, but it 
died with the adjournment of that body. It 
cannot be said that the bill was fairly in- 
troduced. It certainly had a long road to 
travel. I don’t consider that the necessary 
legislation has received a set-back by these Ohio 
disclosures and the bill will probably be rein- 
troduced this Winter.” 


Governor-elect James E. Campbell, who is 
stopping at the Fitth-Avenue Hotel, said last 
evening that he should take measures to have 


Congress investigate the forgery. Murat Hal- 
stead, he said, had in his review of the case 
made it clear that it was a fit subject for Con- 
gressional inquiry. All the members whose 
names were forged are in sympathy regarding 
an official investigation and itis more than prob- 
able that one will be ordered. The Governor-eiect 
does not believe that Wood inspired the scheme, 
and that is another reason why he thinks a 
rigid inquiry should be made. The principal 
Treason why he will demand one is that it has 
been intimated that there is in existence a 
genuine certificate of stock in the baliot-box 
company bearing, besides his own name, those 
of two other Cougressmen and SenatorShermav. 

* [ don’t know of any such certificate,” said 
the Governor-elect warmly, “but if there is 
any foundation for the imputation the public 
has a right to know it. [ never put my name to 
any certificate of stock of that company or to 
any agreement concerning it and it is my 
honest opinion that none of the other gentie- 
men did. The whole scheme was a piece of 
bungling political jobbery and the offenders, 
no matter how high they fly, should be winged 
and made to pay the penalty.” 





RAILWAY MANAGEMENT. 


THE ST. LOUIS AND CHICAGO. 
A highly-spiced meeting of bondholders and 


lawyers representing bondholders of the St._| 


Louis and Chicago Railroad was held yester- 
day afternoon at the office of Frunk C. Hollins 
& Co.,11 Wall-street. Mr. Hollins had called 
it, and when it was opened he gave his reasons 
for having called it. These were, in effect, 


that because of the obstructions placed in his 
way by George Coppell and D. D. Withers, who, 
with himself, formed the Reorganization Com- 
mittee of the railroad, he had been unable to 
make any progress toward a condition of 
things which would benefié the security hold- 
ers. In his endeavor to raise the money to pay 
the first-mortgage bonds, amounting to $560,- 
000, which must be donein order to complete 
the peg oe of the road, he had been antago- 
nized by Messrs. Coppell and Withers, who, he 
declared, had belittled its value and thus 
turned away intending investors. Therefore he 
desired to say to the bondholders that he was 
tired out; that he could no longer work under 
such conditions, and that he had calied them 
together to discuss the matter with a view 
to relief to himself and advantage to them. 
Measrs. Withers and Coppell had affected his 
credit, If they wanted control of the road they 
could have it, so far as he was concerned. But 
one thing was certain: things could not go on as 
they were going. 

‘* There never was such an outrage perpetrat- 
ed on security holders as this by George Coppell 
and D. D. Withers,” exclaimed Mr. Hollins, as 
he sat down. Nobody said anything for a 
minute. Mr. Withers was present, but Mr. Cop- 
peli was not. Asthe silence was growing op- 
pressive Mr. Withers arose and denied having 
obstructed Mr, Hollins, who, he said, had not 
carried out his contracts, 

“For the very reason,” interrupted Mr. Hol- 
lings, ‘“‘that your course prevented me. y> 
ha wentto Mr. Edwards, the cashier of the 

ank of the State of New-York, and told him 
not to certify my checks,” 

**No, I didn’t,” replied Mr. Withers hotly. 

Mr. Holiins offered to prove it by witnesses, 
and Mr. Withers changed the subject. Neither 
he nor Mr. Coppell would act any longer with 
Mr. Hollins, he said. 

Then there was a wrangle, in which unpleas- 
ant words passed. It was ended by some ex- 
tremely sensible remarks by Mr. Howard 
Savier, who represented a number of bond- 
holders, to the effect that it wasn’t a meeting 
et children. He asked Mr. Withers what he 
would do, and Mr. Withers replied, vaguely, 
that he couldn’t get along with Mr. Hollins, 
The latter gentleman then said he could pro- 
cure $350,000. He would be willing to hand 
this in, and accept a minority representation on 
the board if Messrs. Withers and Coppel! would 
raise the balance. Mr. Withers wouldn't agree 
to this, and after another wrangle, during which 
he was severely criticised, he left the meeting, 
declining to reply to a query as to his reasons 
for being present at all. 

A resolution was then carried appointing 
Messrs. Coon, Taylor, and Zabriskie as a com- 
mitjee to request Mr. Withers and Mr. Coppell 
to show cause why they had not carried out the 
duties imposed on them. If they deeline to 
answer satisfactorily the committee was in- 
structed to appeal to the courts.

CHANGES SUGGESTED. 





THE INVESTIGATION OF NEEDS OF THE 
ANNEXED DISTRICT. 


All the members of the Senate committee 
which is investigating things in the annexed 
district wer¢ present at yesterday’s session. The 
first witness was James L. Wells, 4 real estate 
owner and dealer who has represented the dis- 
trict in various official positions, and who spoke 
as the mouthpiece of the Taxpayers’ Associa- 
tion. Mr. Wells said, in reply to Mr. Delafield 
and others woo had appeared ana stated that 
they owned or represented more property than 
the Taxpayers’ Association, that he would say 
that the property represented by the associa- 
tion was in the populous district and was worth 
more alot than thé others was anacre. He 
then went on to repeat the story of the griev- 
ances suffered during the last sixteen years un- 


der the administration of the Park Department, 
Saying that as a result of the stagnation in 
street improvements owners were afraid to 
eonstruct fins houses, and the district nad con- 
sequently become little better than a shanty 
town. 

senator Arnold asked: ‘‘ Who is responsible 
for the shilting and changing of these street 
lines?” 

“The Department of Public Parks,” 

“ Buppose a nan should build on what he had 
every reason to believe were the proper street 
lines and afterward those Jines should be 
changed, 18 there nota law which would pre- 
vent the owner from recovering on the prop- 
erty covered by the new street lines }”’ 

* There is, and for that very reason I believe 
the city suffers severely in its tax receipts, and 
the properiy owners feel their rights abridged. 
Wuat [ do claim is that our streets, having been 
sixieen years under the charge of thé Park De- 
Department, should now be s0 surveyed aud 
laid down that property Owners should not be 
harassed aud haudicapped by these continual 
changes.” A 

lu answer to a question by ex-Judge Angell, 
the witness suggested that as a remedy for 
these evils an act should be passed embodying 
these points: 


“The completion of the entire official map of the 
Twenty-third aud Twenty-fourth Wards withio 
three years. A modification of present maps to 
conform as nearly as possible to tie rectangular 
system of streets aud avenues, and as far as prac- 
ticable to the lines of ali established thoroughfares 
and iormer proper subdivisions, especially where 
peepie have built their homes. This can also be 
done nnier existing laws. 

“The grades ot all streets and avenues now in 
use and which are retained on the Official map to-be 
permanently established, and not to be changed 
without due legal process. 

“Phe completion of the maps and plans for sewer-

district without turther delay. 

“The appolntwent by the Supreme Court ofa 
Board of Commissioners of Estimate and Assess- 
ment whose duty it shall be to legally open within 
one year ali streets or avenues or parts thereof 
shown on the official map, and the lines of which 
coincide with streets and avenues now in use, and 
Where Lhe award for the fee of the land within saia 
bounds would be merely nominal.

Park Commissioner Waldo Hutchins was 
then given au opportunity to have bis say, and 
put om as his first witness Col. Chalfin, the 
topographical engineer of the Park Depart- 
ment, huving special charge of the streets of 
the ‘I'wenty-third and Twenty-fourth Wards. 
Mr. Hutchins admitted that the grievances of 
the property holders were well founded, but he 
wanted to show that the Park Department had 
done 1ts best. ‘‘What we need,” he said, ‘is 
more or less power 10 that department. [ am 
ready to support any change that would benefit 
the district, but I think this Taxpayers’ Asso- 
ciation is working on the wrong lines.” ° 

Col. Chalfin’s testimony took wvearly two’ 
hours. it was devoted to tigures and details 
regarding the preparation of maps. The evi- 
deuce of Charies H. Meyers, enginesr of con- 
atruction, was of the same tenor. Mr. Hutch- 
ins admitted that he onl ut these witnesses 
on to refute the charge that the Park Depart- 
ment had been neglectful or extravagant. 

A communication was read from ex-Senator 
William Cauldwell opposing the plan proposed 
by the Taxpayers’ Association and supporting 
the Department of Parks’ administration. This 
The committee will hear 
arguments from representatives of any bodies 
ot citizens at the Fitth-Avenue Hotel on Dew, 
20, gt 10 o’clock.

Silly stories of the kind to which 
he refers have been set afloat by enemies of 
the reform ever since the examinations 
were instituted, and they emanate either 
from willful falsifiers or incurable igno- 
ramuses. Mr. ROOSEVELT is quite right in 
using every opportunity to expose their 
absurdity, because their persistent repe- 
tition does, as he says, have a mischievous 
eftect upon the minds of honest but ill-in- 
formed persons, who are apt to assume that 
what is repeatedly said and attributed to 
well-known public men is true. But this 
weapon of misrepresentation is losing its 
edge, for the means of information regard- 
ing the civil service examinations and their 
results is constantly extending,Sand in the 
Jong run the truth will prevail. 








It is quite possible that the disappearance 
of Cashier StxcoTt, taking with him some 
$72,000 of the salaries of Congressmen, 
may awaken the representatives of the 
people to the necessity of providing for 
some responsible distributing agent to han- 
dle their money. The Treasury Department 
has called attention often to the loose sys- 
tem under which SiLcoTT’s defaleation was 
made easy of accomplishment, but no notice 
bas been taken of the Secretary’s warnings, 
and now there isa good chance for those 
members whose salaries SILCOTT has appro- 
priated to wait for their money, at least. 
nutil the investigation ordered by the 
House is completed. Anybody but a Con- 
gressman holding a monthly warrant for 
$417 would be content to present it in per- 
son or by some trusted hand at the Treas- 
ury and receive the mohey; our representa- 
tives have intrusted the work of collecting 
thoir salaries, however, to the Sergeant at 
‘Arms, and now that his cashier has be- 
trayed hig trust, itis auestionable if they 


can look to the Government to replace the 
stolen funds. Their certificates, which 
SILcorTr presented, signed by thom, were in 
the nature of receipts, so far as the Govern- 
ment was concerned, and have always been 
so held. The bondsmen of the Sergeant at 
Arms are doubtless responsible for the 
stolen money, but it takes time to collect

Senator PLumMB of Kansas has asked the

It is 
whether the employés of the “ Sub-Treas- 
urer”’ in this city have given as security 
for the performance of their duties the 
bond of a foreign corporation, and, if so, 
how it happens that such preference has 
been given to a “foreign corporation.” 
The Government requires no bond of tliese 
employés, but only of the ‘‘Sub-Treasurer” 
himself, and the present incumbent of that 
office has for the first time required for his 
own protection a bond from his subordi- 
nates, having in mind a serious ioss in- 
curred by his predecessor on accountof a 
defaleation. How these bonds are se- 
cured is the business of those giving 
them, provided Assistant Treasurer Rob- 
ERTs is satisfied with the security, and 
not the business of the Secretary of the 
Treasury or the Senate or of Senator PLUMB. 
Perhaps this gentleman may imagine that 
the motive of his inguiry is impenetrable, 
but he is a large stockholderin a guarantee 
company which tried, in combination with 
the only other onein the city having an 
American charter, to “‘ get the job” of fur- 
nishing these bonds at an exorbitant rate. 
The result was that another company, 
chartered in Canada, but having the bulk 
of its business in the United States and its 
most important office here, offered to fur- 
nish them at the ordinary rate for bank 
employés and ‘‘gotthe job.” This accounts 
for the milk in Mr. PLump’s mysterious 
cocoanut. 








The unusual accumulation of war ships in 
New-York waters which has been a feature 
of the greater part of the present year is 
now at last ended, and the departure of the 
vessels ordered to the West Indies, follow- 
ing that of Acting Rear Admiral WALKER’S 
squadron for Europe by way of Boston, 
has restored the harbor in that respect to 
its ordinary condition. The quartet in 
the Gulf, composed of the Galena, Kear- 
sarge, Dolphin, and Yaniic, might makea 
second good squadron of evolution, although 
only the Dolphin isa modern craft. It is 
not unlikely, perhaps, that should. their 
mission at Hayti be finished satisfactorily 
this Winter, they may move northward 
gradually before the approach of warm 
weather, indulging in squadron practice 
first on the Florida and Alabama coast 
and then at more northerly points, as 
was the custom when the North Atlantic 
station was under the command of Rear 
Admiral Lucr. If the Baltimore should 
eventually become the flagship of the sta- 
tion, she would be so wonderfully supe- 
rior to all the remaining vessels in speed 
and battery power as to give a very vivid 
idea of the contrast between the old navy 
and the new. 








THE “ DEPENDENT 
SCHEME. 
President HARRISON in his annual mes- 
sage made a specific recommendation in 
behalf of the ‘‘ dependent pension” scheme 
which was vetoed by President CLEVE- 
LAND with the general approval of the coun- 
try. He says that there is a class of veter- 
ans who served in the army and ‘‘ escaped 
the casualties of battle and the assauits of 
disease” and who were ‘‘ mustered out in 
sound health and have, since’ the close of 
the war, while fighting with the same in- 
domitable and independent spirit the con- 
tests of civil life, been overcome by dis- 
ease or casualty.” He recommends that 
pensions be granted to suchas “‘are now 
dependent upon their own labor for 
maintenance” and are incapacitated by dis- 
ease or casualty from earning it. The plain 
question raised by this recommendation is 
whether disease or casualty incurred “in 
the contests of civil life” affords ground for 
a claim to support by the National Govern- 
ment. If it does, why should a discrimina- 
tion be made between those persons who 
served in the army and those who did not? 
Why not grant a pension to all those worthy 
citizens who are “dependent upon their 
own labor for a maintenance” and are 
incapacitated by disease or casualty 
from earning it? Provision is made 
for such by local authority; but Presi- 
dert Harrison thinks that it does not 
“‘consist with the national honor” that 
former soldiers should “continue to subsist 
upon local relief given indiscriminately to 
paupers instead of upon the especial and 
generous provision of the Nation they 
served so gallantly and unselfishly.” It is 
hard to see why the improvident or un- 
fortunate who subsist upon local relief 
should be characterized as paupers if they 
did not serve in the army, while those who 
did and are in precisely the same condition 
from precisely the same causes should be 
favored recipients of the national bounty 
and honored with the name of ‘‘pension- 
ers.” Itdoes not make them any the less 
“paupers,” and it degrades the honorable 
name of pensioner. 

There is just one ground on which a 
soldier can with honor and self-respect 
expect and receive support from the Gov- 
ernment, and that is that in serving the

which impaired his capacity or his oppor- 
tunities for self-support. Those who came 
out of the army in ‘‘sound health” had 
peegetly the same capacity for earning 
their own living that their fellow-citizens 
had, who were all the while serving their 
country in the “contests of civil life,” and 
their opportunities. were rather improved, 
for they have very generally been favored 
in private as well as public employment. 
It was our boast that the armies of the 
Union were recruited from the ranks 
of civil life, that the soldiers ‘rushed 
to the defense of the country” from motives 
of patriotism, aad that when the contest 
‘was over they went cheerfully baek to the 
| occupations of peace on an eaual footing 





country in time of war he incurred injuries | 





We know very 
well that some of them were induced to 
enlist by generous bounties, that some had 
to be drafted into the service, and that all 
sorts of motives besides patriotism op- 
erated to take them into the army, but we 
may a8 well maintain the claim that for 
the most part our ‘‘citizeh soldiery” really. 
served the Nation “gallantly and unself- 
ishly.” : 

No country ever treated the veterans of 
any war with the lavish generosity that 
has characterized our pension policy. 
Twenty-four years after the contest we are 
paying about $100,000,000 a year, nearly 
one-third of the revenue drawn from the 
people, for the support of disabled soldiers, 
or the widows and dependents of those 
whose lives were sacrificed. Our laws are 
lavish in their liberality, and their admin- 
istration has been still more so. There is 
scarcely a doubt that thousands of persons 
are borne on the pension rolls to-day who 
are not fairly entitled to the bounty 
they receive, but in the difficulties of 
proving claims they receive the benefit 
of every doubt, and ethe evidence of 
injury in the service is not judged 
too strictly. But suppose that the evi- 
dence required were simply present ‘‘ de- 
pendence.” Aside from the fact that that 
is not a legitimate ground for granting a 
pension, the door would be opened wider 
still for false claims. How easy it would 
become for the thriftless and the shiftless, 
the least meritorious of all those who were 
in the military service, to become nomi- 
nally ‘‘dependent”! Such a pension law 
would pauperize thousands who, if they 
were forced to be self-dependent, could find 
means of support. There is no means 
of counting the cost to a people al- 
ready overburdened with national taxa- 
tion, and the effect upon a large class 
of veterans would be demoralizing in 
the extreme. Not only would this 
policy make paupers of old soldiers, 
but it would degrade the whole class of 
pensioners and impair, if not destroy, the 
respect in which they are held. The hon- 
orable veterans of the war ought to protest 
against this policy of creating a class of 
recognized paupers and dependents in their 
ranks. It would be more to their honor to 
permit these ‘‘dependents” to be lost 
among those in the same condition of hfe 


who have no ground upon which to turn ‘' 


their patriotism, real or supposed, to pe- 
cuniary’ account, 








JEFFERSON DAVIS. 

The death of JEFFERSON DAVIS, at more 
than fourscore years, brings sharply to our 
minds the sense how far away is the war 
upon which he entered as the chosen leader 
of the South in the prime of his powers and 
at theageof fifty-three. Itis almost a whole 
generation away from us, and the interval 
is even wider than the mere lapse of time 
would denote, for it has been crowded with 
events that have transformed the country, 
industrially and socially as well as politic- 
ally. The American Republic of 1889 has 
scarcely more than a _ hereditary like- 
ness to the American Republic of 1861. It 
would be quite inexcusable for us now, in 
passing judgment uponthbe character and 
the career of the leader of the lost cause, to 
confuse ourselves by admitting the pas- 
sions of the period when for many months it 
looked so like a winningcause. On the other 
hand, it was quite excusable; it was, in- 
deed, inevitable for JEFFERSON Davis him- 
self to retain and to intensify, to the close 
of his life, the sentiments that had actu- 
ated him upto the close of his career a 
quarter of a century earlier, and to keep 
on promulgating the opinions that resulted 
from those sentiments. Up to the time 
of his death he was the only conspicu- 
ous specimen of an ‘‘unreconstructed 
rebel” left within the borders of a reunited 
country, for he was the only man who had 
staked all his hopes and all his credit upon 
the success of the Confederacy which cel- 
lapsed. It was inevitable that he should 
have striven to justify the position which 
was accorded to-him by foreign observers 
after the early successes of the Confederate 
arms, and to which Mr. GLADSTONE had 
but given expression in his famous and re- 
sented saying that JEFFERSON Davis had 
made the South a nation. 

His labors as a writer after the war, like 
his efforts as a statesman before the war, 
were directed to proving that among the 
rights reserved to the States when they en- 
tered the compact of the Constitution was 
the right of secession. What does not seem 
to have occurred to him was that this plea, 
even if it had been well founded, would 
have been entirely futile as a justification 
of his action. Whatever the more reckless 
Southerners may have believed or asserted, 
and whatever hopes the indecision of Bu- 
CHANAN’S Administration may have raised 
among them, a man of his already long 
experience in public affairs should have 
known that the attempt to exercise the right 
would be resisted, that ‘‘the North would 
fight.” That the popular tumult the 
firing of the first gun was sure io arouse 
could be allayed by repeating the argu- 
ments of CALHOUN on State sovereignty was 
too childishly pedantic an expectation to be 
indulged by arational adult. The right of 
secession could not be made good by law- 
yers’ subtleties about the nature of 
State sovereignty. It was necessary to 
maintain it: by arms. What would 
have established it was success. What 
would have justified the Southern leaders, 
as practical politicians and men of affairs, 
leaving out of view altogether the moral 
merits of their cause, was a reasonable 
chance of success. Against the fact of a 
determination of the North to maintain the 
Union quite equal to the determination of 
the South to destroy it, against re- 
sources immeasurably superior and against 
the possession of the machinery of 
the Governmeit and of the nucleus 
of an army and of a navy, there was 
nothing to make out such a chance of 
success except a vague belief at the South 
commonly expressed at the time in the say- 
ing that ‘‘ Cotton is King.” Expanded, 
this saying meant that ray cotton was of 
the first necessity to the industry and the 
commerce of the world; that it could be 
grown nowhere to advantage except at the 
South, and there only by means of slave 
labor, and that, sooner than go without it, 
European nations would break down the 





blockade that kept it from their factories 
and insist upon the making of peace by a 
recognition of the Confederacy. 

As all the world knows, this hope was de- 
lusive, and such aid as the Confederacy ob- 
tained from European nations fell very far 
short of the open intervention upon which 
alone any reasonable and well-informed 
Southerner could have counted for success. 
It is all but impossible to set up any other 
criterion than that of success for judging 
whether a rebellion is justified—of course 
we mean from a political, and notfrom a 
moral, point of view—or to say how 
far those expectations of the South- 
ern leaders can be called reasonable 
that the event proved to be unfounded. It 
remains true that upon its own strength and 
with only unlawful and surreptitious aid 
from abroad the South protracted the war 
for four years. Considering the difference 
in the resources of the two sections, this 
was a remarkable and, to the vanquished, 
@ most creditable feat, and to a large 
part of the credit of it JEFFERSON DAvVIs is 
unquestionably entitled. He*had the great 
advantage of a military training and of 
military experience, not merely in the war 
with Mexico, but as Secretary of War in 
PIeRCE’s Administration, and, in the opin- 
ion of professional soldiers, as the most 
efficient Secretary of War wé ever had. 
When he became President of the Confed- 
erate States he doubtless knew far more 
about the United States Army and about the 
character of its officers, not only than Presi- 
dent LINCOLN, but than any disinterested 
adviser to whom President LiNcozn could 
appeal. This was a point of capital impor- 
tance. He was aman of strong prejudices, 
and these led him, in the administration of 
the military affairs of the Confederacy, 
into some mistakes, but these were not 
numerous nor very injurious. Upon the 
whole the commanders of the Confederacy 
for the first half of the war were much more 
judiciously chosen and much more judi- 
ciously trusted and sustained than the com- 
manders of the Union, and it is to this dif- 
ference that the prolongation of the war 
was mainly due, 

Assuredly JEFFERSON DAVIS appeared to 
much greater advantage as the leader of 
the Confederacy than as its apologist. In 
the first character he was a capable and 
energetic man of affairs; in the second he 
was a pedantic lawyer searching for prece- 
dents by which to adjudicate the ‘“ irre- 
pressible conflict” between progress and 
reaction, between civilization and barbar- 
ism. The real justification of the Southern 
leaders, from their own point of view, was 
not that their revolt had a fair prospect of 
success, but that they were forced to make 
it. Slavery was already ‘in the last ditch” 
before the first gun had been fired on Sum- 
ter. The admission of Kansas and the elec- 
tion of LiNncoLN had made the extension 
of slavery forever impossible. The fate of 
the slave States, if they remained in the 
Union, was to be hemmed in and finaliy to 
be overwhelmed by free States, ever in- 
creasing in number, in wealth, and in 
power. Taking the slave States out of the 
Union was the only chance that remained 
of saving slavery where it existed, and 
with it the social and political system that 
had slavery for its foundation. The 
chance was taken and it failed, and 
JEFFERSON Davis had the misfortune 
of living long enough to know that the 
people of the South.were glad that it had 
failed. Through all the honors that were 
paid him living in the South this conscious- 
ness appeared, and it appears in the elegies 
that are bestowed upon him now that he 
has gone. Like a tattered Confederate 
standard, the broken old man has in these 
latter years served to remind those who 
were once his followers and their children 
of a gallant fight that was not worth win- 
ning, of a lost cause that did not deserve to 


succeed, 
Of old, unhappy, far-off things 
And battles long ago. 








FORAKER AND THE FORGERIES. 

Some time will pass before we shall hear 
the last of that most picturesque incident of 
the recent Ohio campaign, tle use of the fic- 
titious ballot-box contract and of the forged 
signatures thereto attached. On the 13th 
ult. were published the confessions or ex- 
planations of Mr. MURAT HALSTEAD, which 
set forth a considerable part of the history 
of the case after the forged papers had 
come into the possession of Gov. FORAKER. 
And now Gov. ForRAKER has been con- 
strained to vublish four columns of letters 
and telegrams that passed between him 
and the forger, R. G. Woop. This latest at- 
tempt to enlighten the public was suggested 
by the announcement in Cincinnati that 
Woop had made a confession implicating a 
very prominent Republican in the forgery. 
Woop was recently arrested, with the ap- 
proval of Senator SHERMAN and Congress- 


man BUTTERWORTH, and he is soon to have ' 


a hearing. The Governor was unwilling 
to wait for the proceedings in court. 

“No human being can truthfully say one 
word or produce any letter or telegram 
from me,” said Gov. FoORAKER in his dis- 
patch to the Cincinnati Hnquirer on the 4th 
inst., “that can by apy possibility reflect 
upon me in the slightest in connection with 
that matter.” In the statement now given 
to the public the Governor says that he 
first heard of the existence of the contract 
in June. In August Woop asked that he 
should procure his appointment to be 
Smoke Inspector in Cincinnati. At the 
Governors request the man called upon 
him at the Capitol and talked with him 
about the coritract. The Governor says: 

“Thad an interview with Woop at the Gov- 
ernor’s office. He promised on his return to 
Cincinnati to procure for me the contract and 


send it to me. I promisea, on receipt of the 
same, to recommend him for Smoke Inspector.” 


Of course there is nothing in this that * can 
by. any possibility reflect upon” FORAKER 
“in tho slightest!” His recommendation 
was equivalent to an appointment, and the 
salary of the office was $2,500. It soon ap- 
peared that Woop must go to Washington 
for the contract. He desired that his ap- 
pointment should be made before his 
departure. The Governor publishes the 
following lotter, written by him to Woop 
on Aug. 19: 

* Answering your letter of the 16th, you will 
gota letter of recommendation from me as I 
promised you, when I got the information you 
promised to give me, but not before.” 


Woop went to Washington carly in! 





a letter of introduction to President Har- 
RISON, in which he was commended as 
**a good citizen and a hard-working man” 
who had “ exhibited considerable genius gs 
an inventor.” The Governor publishes 
many telegrams and letters that passed 
between himself and Woop before the lat- 
ter’s return. They are unimportaet. Woop 
reached Columbus on Sept. 11, “and de- 
livered to me,” writes FORAKER, “what I 
supposed was a genuine paper.” On the 
14th the contract was shown to Mr. Hat- 
STEAD, who suggested that it ought to be 
photographed. Foraker had a photo- 
graph of it made, and the photographic 
copy was in his pocket when he attacked 
CAMPBELL in a speech at Cincinnati on 
Sept. 28. That night the papers were 
given to Mr. Hatstnap. 


About the middle of September Woop 
complained that Mayor Mossy of Cincin- 
nati would not make him Smoke Inspector. 
It appears that his appointment was actu- 
ally announced, and that the indignant 
protests of many prominent citizens who 
knew something about the man caused it 
to be withdrawn. ‘‘If you had him (Mossy) 
at Columbus,” writes Woop to FORAKER, 
“I believe you could make everything sat- 
isfactory.” He also remarked that he had 
been ‘‘advised to bring pressure on Har- 
STEAD,” and would ‘‘ proceed to do so.” But 
Woop remained out of office. On Oct. 1, 
some days after the forged papers had been 
delivered to Mr. HALSTEAD, but before the 
fac simile was published, Woop said in a 
letter to FORAKER: 

“IT wish you would drop some one aline to 
see that such funds as are necessary for ex. 
penses are provided, as proposed by you the 
last time I was in Columbus. I am pushing 
things as fast as possible, but could, I believe, 
hasten matters by going to Washington a few 
days.” 

He called upon FORAKER on Oct. 6, two 
days after the publication of the contract 
and fac similes. The Governor says: 

“The purpose of his visit seemed to be to 
elaporate the necessily for his going to Washing- 
ton to assist WALTERS to look up testimony in 
the gun contract matter and pension matters, 
and to say he would need $200 to pay expenses 
already incurred. I told him thaton the fol- 
lowing day I would have the committee send 
him by Mr. Prior, who was going to Cincin- 
nati, anyhow that sum of money. I did so, and 
Mr. Prior delivered it to him on the morning 
of Oct. 8.”’ 


There is no longer any mystery, there- 
fore, as to the source of the funds by which 
Woop was supported during his absence 
from Cincinnati when and immediately 
after the forgery was disclosed. FORAKER 
saysthat Woop went to Washington and 
that he felt it his duty ‘‘to keep track of 
him,” and that one McGREwW of Washington 
was instructed ‘‘ to keep Woop in hand to 
the extent of keeping himself or somebody 
else continually with him, so far as might 
be necessary to know all about whom he 
might meet with and what statements, if 
any, he might make.” 

This is the substance of the Governor’s 
explanation. Mr. THomas C. CAMPBELL, 
counsel for Woop, says that several inter- 
esting letters have been omitted. Proba- 
bly they will eventually see the light of 
day. Asitis proposed that the whole mat- 
ter shall be investigated by Congress all 
the evidence will sooner or later come out. 
We notice that Gov. FoRAKER again directs 
attention to his belief in the wickedness of 
Senater SHERMAN, Senator STOCKBRIDGE, 
Congressman McKINLEY, and Congressman 
BUTTERWORTH. He says: 


“Until that moment [of Mr. HALSTEAD’S re- 
traction] I never suspected the genuineness of 
the signatures. The thought that they were 
forgeries had not entered my mind.” 


And yet he had then been familiar with 
the names on the subscription paper for 
just thirty days! In all that time no doubt 
as to the cuilt of these men had crept into 
his head! In his letter of Nov. 10 to Mr. 
HALSTEAD he had advertised his belief as 
to the corrupt purposes of these gentlemen, 
saying that the circumstances led him to 
“accept the contract, ‘signatures and all, 
without a suspicion as to their genuineness.” 
‘“‘In fact,” he added, “tit never occurred to 
me that they were otherwise.” And Mr. 
HALSTEAD wrote on Nov. 13: 

“ Of course it never occurred to me that the 
document could be a forgery. There appeared 
to be no reason upon which to found a hope that 
the paper could be bogus. Tho absolute con- 


fidence of the Governor that ‘the worst of the 
thing was it was true,’ deeply impressed me.” 


We are very much disappointed that in 
his statement Gov. FORAKER has not ex- 
plained why he believed at once, upon the 
word of this fellow Woop, and continued 
for one month to believe without question 
or a shadow of a doubt, that Senator SHER- 
MAN, Congressman McKINLEY, and Con- 
gressman BUTTERWORTH were corrupt and 
engaged in a corrupt conspiracy for divid- 
ing the profits of the job that was to be 
pushed and lobbied through Congress by 
the two Democrats, JoHN R. McLEAN and 
James E. CAMPBELL. The hospitality of 
his mind, and of Mr. Hausreap’s mind, to- 
ward the forgeries and the very serious 
charges indicated by them, afford material 
for a curious psychological study. 








SMOKELESS POWDERS. 


The War and Navy Departments are 
simultaneously on the track of smokeless 
powders. Secretary TRACY hopes to make 
an arrangement for the manufacture in this 
country of a powder that has been success- 
ful in Europe, while Gen. BENET has pre- 
pared for the trial of an American inven- 
tion—that of Capt. EttswortH. The navy 
keeps in view the wants of the heavy bat- 
teries of the war vessels, while the army 
needs a new powder for its small arms and 
field artillery. The special significance of 
these recent announcements is that they 
may very soon give our country the maga- 
zine gun, besides greatly aiding the rapid- 
fire single-shot breech-loader of large cal- 
ibres. 

It is true that neither the repeating rifle 
nor the quick-fire gun depends on smokeless 
powder. The introduction of both preceded 
the invention of such powder.’ But with 
their enormous increase in the number of 
discharges, and hence of smoke, the addi- 
tional obscuration would largely counter- 
balance the advantages expected from their 
use. That was one of the objections first 
made to the, employment of the now 
weapons, another being that the soldier, 
when firing at will, would usé up his am- 
munition too rapidly. and thus become de- 


ated by adopting a much snfaller-calibre,’ 
so that about twice as many cartridges 
could be carried, while.compressed powders 
were invented to give {this small projectile 
# far higher initial velocity, and therewith 
much greater rangefand penetrative power. 
Then the volume of smoke produced was 
also diminished,.and the -magazine arm as 
thus improved was everywhere adopted in 
Europe. The term “smokeless” is employed 
only relatively, like ‘‘noiseless,” the 
trifling *puff and scarcely audible sound 
making these epithets, however, appear per- 
fectly just, at least to a person at the dis- 
tance of only a few hundred yards, 


our country in carrying on war against 
armies supplied with repeating rifles that 
Gen. SHERIDAN two years ago recom- 
mended that, rather than wait much longer, 
we should adopt the best attainable pattern 
of foreign magazine gun. Gen. BEndt, 
however, while admitting that a magazine 
gun had “become a necessity,” insisted 
that no satisfactory one had been brought 
to his attention; and last year he urged 
that the first requisite was a suitable com- 
pressed powder. This year he goes aistep 
further, and says that “it is:not deemed 
expedient to produce a small calibre rifle 
for compressed powder cartridges. Such a 
rifle, however excellent in itself, would be 
inferior to foreign arms using smokeless 
powders.” But he adds that “a thirty- 
calibre magazine arm is now’in progress of 
construction in anticipation of the final 
construction of the much-needed powder.”’ 
A single-shooter of thirty calibre had 
already been made, and, accordingly, should 
the smokeless powder about to be tried 
prove satisfactory, there will be-no:further’ 
excuse for delay in supplying repeating 
rifles to our troops. 

Magazine rifles of ‘American or*foreign 
invention have now been adopted by mest. 
or all of the nations of Europe, and the 
acquisition of smokeless powders is also 
proceeding very fast among them. In the 
German mancuvres of this year at Han- 
over one corps, supplied with such a 
powder, obtained an enormous advantage 
over another using ordinary powder; and 
there were earlier successes with it-in the 
Prussian artillery practice at.Hammerstein. 
The French powder invented by VIEILEZ, 
and used in the Lebel rifle, is perhapsithe 
‘most famous of the chemical;compounds. 
The English experiments ,with the Maxim 
powder at Dartford have demonstrated 
its success, while Capt. NoBLE’s smoke- 
less powder, both for small and quick- 
fire guns, is very promising. Switzerland 
has just made a large appropriation for 
smokeless powder. Italy is said to have 
ordered fifty million cartridges of such.» 
powder. Russia has found one for her- 
self, and will accordingly have her troops 
armed with repeating rifles. Austria also 
has one, if not two, smokeless powders, the 
one successfully tried during the, mancu- 
vres at Bruck giving out only a thin, biu- 
ish, transparent haze, quickly vanishing. 
Undoubtedly there are differences between 
these powders, as some will not keepin all 
climates, or in all temperatures or degrees 
of moisture, or under all conditions of stor- 
age, while some are also very offensive in 
odor. Butitis quite certain that-smokeless 
powders have, like magazine guns, come to 
stay, and that our Government ought not 
to delay longer in securing a good’supply of 
both powder and guns. 








Within a few days the promoters of the 
proposed Trust of the barbed wire.and wire 
nail factories have encountered some ob- 
stacles, and it is now reported that the de- 
fection of the ROEBLINGS indicates a 
change of opinion on the part of other 
prominent manufacturers who have been 
interested in the scheme. It was intended 
that the Trust should be made under the 
guise of a corporation named the Federal 
Steel Company, and that its headquarters 
should bein Chicago. But since the pro- 
moters’ plans were laid the notable decision 
‘of the Illinois Supreme Court concerning 
Trusts that seek shelter under corporate 
charters has been announced. There is 
nothing in this decision or in the recent de- 
cisions of other courts or in the attitude of 
the people toward combinations to en- 
courage the carrying out of such plans.as 
the wiremakers have made. 
trary, there is everything to discourage 
such schemes, and we shall be surprised if 
the project shall continue to live. 








The post schools of the army may receive 
‘some attention from Congress ‘during the 
current session. It is not likely that any 
attempt will be made to carry out Gen. 
LEW WALLACE’s idea of converting every 
military station into an academy; but the 
view is gaining adherents that a2 somewhat 
better use could be made of a part of the 
time of the enlisted men than employing it 
in endless repetitions of rudimentary drills. 
The recruit must of course be made first of 
alla good soldier, and have such daily 
training as will keep him a good soldier; 
but itis oniy necessary to look at West 
Point to see about what proportion of the 
day is really required for that and. how 
much is left for mental improvement. The 
guard duty and police or fatigue duty ex- 
acted of the troops in garrison make the 
two cases quite different, but army life 
might be utilized rather more largely for 
giving the soldier some useful knowledge 
which would help him to rise either in the 
military profession or in civil life. The 
strictly military purposes, for which the 
army is maintained, meanwhile would re- 
main foremost and be in no respect dimin- 
ished. But the post schools as a whole 
would of course need to be organized some- 
what differently, and more made of them.

LESSING’S “NATHAN THE WISE.” 

The Germans have a peculiar tenderness for 
Lessing beacause with him their literature, re- 
garded as something more than merely curious 
tor students of letters, began to put forth 
works that other nations could admire. Ger- 
man literature does not begin with Goethe 
and Schiller, but with Lessing, to whom the 
latter were beholden for breaking through 
the pedantry and French formalism that 
ruled Germany during the latter half 
of the last century. Singularly enough, 
“Nathan der Weise” was written becanse 
the férmalists had won, rather late in Lessing’s 
life, a victory over their brilliant critic, and by 
working upon his patron, the Grand Duke of 
Brunswick, caused Lessing to stop the publica- 
tion of certain volumes in which they found 
gvTievous cause for complaint. Lessing was 
librarian at Wolfenbiitte!; he was in debt, and 
he was sorely poor and witnout rich friends; 
80 he obeyed the hint from the powers above 
him. But he merely changed the metnod of his 
attack, returned to his old love, the drama, and 
produced “ Nathan the Wise.” 

Produced under such circumstances, it is no 
wonder that the drama is one for thinkers and 
scholars rather than for spectators. It is a 
drama to read, not to hear. People go to see it 
out of respect for German literature and Les- 
sing, not because they are mtsrested in the 
career of Recha, a young Jewess who 
is not a Jewess at all, but a Chris- 
tian of German descent, or would be if 
her father dia not turn out to be the brother 
or Saladin. Nor is her lover, the Young Tem- 
plar, who is proved to be her brother in time to 
avoid a wedding, a particularly pleasing youth. 
Nathan alone supports the play when he is not 
being insupportable, because of his obtrusive 
goodness and wisdom. Asa novel cast in the 
form of & play the story may be accepted, but 
as a@ drama for the boards itis very duil. 

Herr Possart does what he can to give dignity 
and expressiveness to Nathan’s words. Then 
Herr Walter interjects a few oases of merri- 
ment in the character of the lay brother, which 
oases the audience, wearied with harancues and 
& purposéless shiftin: of scenes, hails with rapt- 
ure. Herr Walters by-play, while the Templar 
and the Patriarch of Jerusalem are having theit 
interview, {is fairly good farce. He pretends to fall 
asleep standing UP. and awakes Very naturaliy. 
Tne lay brother his also the advantage of being 
the only person on the stage who looks his part 
and is dressed for it. The dresses of Saladin 
and bis sister, of Recha and her governess, of 
the Oriental attendants, and of the dervish 
made Vizier by Saladin are triumphs of absurd- 
ity. The play being dull of itself and 
the océasions for emotional acting being 
few, there is notbipg left but Herr Puos- 
sart’s delivery and pronunciation, which are 
indeed excellent, savé that at times he dwells 
too much on his vowels and rolls his r’s with a 
bon © much insistence. Friiulein Leithner 
as the Sultan’s sister and Friiulein Christien as 
Recha did not distinguish themselves im those 
ungrateful parts, as indeed it would be hard 
to expect of them. Herr Hillmann as the 
sous Templar had a better chance which 

é did not know how to seize. But, with all its 
drawbacks as a play, ‘‘ Nathan der Weise” must 
have some power over the Imagination to bring 
out so large an audience. It was a cold audi- 
ence for the greater part of the time, but the 
house was packed.

The title of the new Gilbert and Sullivan 
opera is “The Gondoliers; or, The King of Bora- 
taria.” A dress rehearsal of it was givenin 
London yesterday and the first performance 
willbe given in London to-night. To-day en 
English company will sail for New-York to pre- 
sent the opera in this city at the New Park The- 
atre on Dec. 30. 

Scenic artists are now busily engaged at the 
New Park, and iy was Said there last night tbat 
the work would be continued day and night, 
Sundays included, in order to get up the scen- 
ery, which is very elaborate. 

The scene of the first act is laid in St. Mark’se 
square, Venice, and the story deals with two 
brothers, gondoliers. They are in love with 
two pretty Canladine, and the quartet of lov- 
ers is introduced on the morning of the wed- 
ding festivities. At this juncture there appear 
on the scene a Spanish ex-Duke, his daughter 
Carlotta, and his ally, Don Alnambra Gel Bo- 
lero, They are searching for the hereditary 
uve of Borataria, who was wedded to Carlotta 
in his infancy and subsequently disappeared. 

Through the woman who brought up the ju- 
bee monarch itis learned that the missing 
King is one of the gondoliers, but it cannot be 
determined which. The Duke and his compan- 
ions meet this dilemma by carrying off both the 
gondoliers to Borataria, where they are jointly 
installed as a sort of Siamese twins monarch. 

Meaatime their Venetian wives tire of their 
absence and come to Barataria in search of 
them. This brings together the gondoliers, 
their wives, and Carlotta, who is wife to one of 
them, but which one she does not know. Mr. 
Gilbert is said to bring the dramatis persons 
out of their difficulties by removing the cares 
of monarchy from the gondoliers and adjusting 
all the troubles of the stor? happily. 

The first scene will show the Square of St. 
Mark at Venice, with doves, the winged lion, 
and the Campanile, The secona aot is confined 
to aSpanish scene marked ‘‘ Alhambra,” with 
buildings in the Moorish style. Mr. D’Osly 
Carte has leased the New Park Theatre from 
Messrs. yde & Behman for an indefinite 
period. The house wiil be redecorated and tho 
prices of admission will be raise. 

The character of “The Gondoliers” is said to 
be wholly grotesqie, after the style of “The 
Mikado.” The second scene is an lgterior brill- 
jlantly Mghted and filled with life and color. 
The personages are all said to be wildly comic. 
It is the purpose of Mr. Carte to give an 
almost simultaneous production of the 
opera in New-York, Boston, and Chicago.

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REBUKING THE SPOILSMEN 


CIVIL SERVIOE REFORM ABLY 
DEFENDED, 

MR. ROOSEVELT EXPOSING THE MIS- 

STATEMENTS MADE BY THE ENE- 

MIES OF THE WORK HE IS DOING. 


WASHINGTON, Deo. 6.—The Indianapolis Jour- 
mal is the home paper @f the President. It is 
one of the few papers that he is allowed to read 
unreservedly, and that he reads pretty thor- 
oughly. 

It is not aptto print anything that the Presi- 
dent would not like, and it has happened that, 
when it has printed matter that was true, but 
not palatable at the White House, the authors 
of it have learned of the E cecutive disapproval. 

It would leok well, therefore, if the Presi- 
dent is desirous of seeming to be in favor 
of the civil service reform, that tho 
Journal should, in speaking of the opera- 
tions of the law, treat the subject with 
the skill that is born of knowledge. It unfortu- 
nately falls into the way of Senator Gorman 
and other outspoken opponents of the merit 
system, in holding something else up to ridi- 
cule and calling that thing civil service reform. 

Civil Service Commissioner Roosevelt was 
probably tnaware when he wrote the letter 


that follows to Mr. Swilt of the family charac- 
ter of the Journal. That paper, however, ie 
plainly not favorable to a aystem that Secre- 
tary Windom has just taken the trouble to 
praise in a very explicit paragraph in his report 
to Congress. The letter is as follows: 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 4, 1889. 

Lucius B. Swifl, Esq: 

81k: Ihave just received your letter asking 
me what there 1s to be sald in answer to the 
charges contained in the following editorial 
from the Indianapolis Journal of Dec. 2: 

“There is no doubt that the system of civil serv- 
ige examinations is capable of improvement in 
several particulars. Commissioner Roosevelt re- 


cently complained of Postmaster General Wana- | 


maker because he was reported to have criticised 
the character of the questions propounded ‘to ap- 
plicants for admission to the Railway Mail Service. 
ir. Roosevelt is an enthusiastic young man and an 
ardent supporter of present methods, but, though 
he meang well, he is hasty. There is abundant 
roof that the criticisms are well founded. The 
atestcomes from Senator Gorman, aman who is no 
friend of the reform, but whose testimony in indi- 
vidual cases is not less worthy of attention than if 
he were its supporter. Said Mr. Gorman, in a 
recent talk with a reporter: ‘I never pay 
apy attention to the small appointments, but there 
Was one case in Baltimore some tiwe ago that at- 
tracted my attention. Avery bright young man of 
splendid physique, and perfectiy familiar with 
every street and number in the city, submitted 
himself for examination for a position as letter 
carrier. He could read and write, and had been at- 
tending night school, snd wasin every way fitted for 
& letter carrier, but failed when asked the most 
direct ronte from Baltimore to China. He saia he 
never been in China, nor did he expect to go 
there, and he only wauted to be a letter carrier.’ 

“Mr. Roosevelt and other advocates of the sys- 
tem can do more to make it popular and acceptable 
by looking into such complaints and remedying de- 
fects than by ignoring them and berating the 
critics, The reform is yet in an embryotic state, 
and all suggestions looking to improvement should 
be considered.” 

These statements are doubtless made in per- 
fact good faith, but they show a complete: mis- 
apprehension of the facts, I have no intention 
whatever of “ignoring” any “complaint,” 
and ifit proves well founded, will do my best 
to remedy the defect, and will gladly welcome 
any suggestion looking to improvement, but if 
(as in the present case) the complaint is made 
inabsolute ignorance of the facts, I feel quite 
at liberty to ** berate the critics.” 

In the first place, Iaid not complain of Mr. 
Wanamaker at all. Whenareporter showed 
me some very extraordinary remarks and crit- 
icisms on our railway mail examinations which 
were attributed to him I at once said that I did 
not foramoment believe that he had made 
them, and then proceeded to show, by actual 
exhibition of our examination papers, that 
there was nof a syllable of truthin the allega- 
tion. Since then I have seen Mr. Wanamaker, 

who tells me that he never made the 
remarks quoted, nor any resembling 
them. So far from there being “abundan 
proot that the criticisms are well founded,” 
there is not a scintilia of proof that can he ad- 
vanced in support of them. I challenge any 
man to produce an cxamination paper submit- 
ted to any applicant for entry to the Railway 
Mail Service which will bear out in whole or in 
part the “ well-founded” criticisms contained in 
the apocryphal interview to which the Journal 
refers, They are absolutely false and they are 
very foolish to boot, and they can only have 
been made by some mischievous person too 
ignorant to realize how foolish were the false- 
hoods he was inventing. 

Our examinations for the Railway Mail Serv- 
ice are of aneminently common-sense and prac- 
tical character. A third of the marks are given 
on tests of spelling and penmanship, of skill in 
eopying, and of ability to do simple sums, and 
to write an intelligent letter. The remaining 
two-thirds, or, to be exact, 65 per cent., of the 
marks are given on subjects Which are admira- 
bly fitted to test the candidate’s fitness for the 
special work he has todo. If these tests are 
rot common sense and practical then it is im- 
possible to find tests that are. It seems to me 
that they will come much nearer to satisfacto- 
rily testing who will make good railway mail 
clerks than will inquiries as to how much polit- 
ical backing aman can get or how much party 
influence he can command, and these were the 
questions asked under the spoils system. 

Now as to the alleged remark of Senator Gor- 
man. I say alleged, for I cannot believe that 
80 astute a man and able a politician as Senator 
Gorman could have been s0 egregiously duped 
and hoodwinked as must have been the case if 
he really spoke as reported. No letter carrier 
is ever asked in any of our examinations what 
is the direct route from Baltimore to Cnina. I 
defy any one to specify any such examination 
where this or any similar question has been 
asked during my term of service as a Commis- 
sioner, and my colleague, Mr. Lyman, author- 
izes me to state inthe broadest and most em- 
ptatic terms that none of our examinations of 
this character ever have coptained any such 
gquestioh. ; 

The silliness of the assertion can best be ap- 
preciated when it 1s remembered that in exam- 
inations for clerks, letter carriers and the like 
We never ask any questions about geography 
outside of the United States. In fact, all the 
assertions that we ask questions about ‘* how 
far the Earth is from Mars,” or ‘‘the climatic 
conditions of Africa,” or ** the route from Balti- 
roore to China,” are simply ridiculous untruths, 
cuielly serviceable as calling attention to the 
jutellectual capacity of those who utter them. 
They are avout on a par with the popularsuper- 
atition that credits respectabie middle-aged men 
who join secret societies with riding on a goat 
or climbing a greased pole; and I am as loath 
to believe that Senator Gorman would be taken 
by one class of reports as by the others. 

Any man in or out of Congress who talks 
about our examinations as ‘impractical,’ or 
as containing “impractical and irrelevant ques- 
tions” should give specitically the facts on 
which he bases his belief. In reality he never 
does give these facts, for the very good reason 
that he can’t. 

I freely admit that, as is inevitable in the 
introduction of a new system, there are defects 
in the working of the law—defects which we 
are continually, and, as a rule, successfully, 
trying toremedy, and I welcome all honest 
6riticism; but the men who make such pre- 
postervous assertions as those quoted above 
either deliberately state what they know to be 
false, from a natural dislixe of decent and hon- 
6st methods of government, or else err through 
un ignorance which can hardly be called 
honest, since they ought not to speak on the 
subject at all until they have found out the 
truth. In themselves cumic, rather than of 
serious consequence, they nevertheless work 
great mischiel by their incessant clamor and 
interested hostility to the reform, for, un- 
fortunately, multitudes of honest and upright 
men grow to believe that their repeated mis- 
statements have some foundation in fact, 
whereas they are wholly and absolutely base- 
lese, and do not rest on even the frailest sub- 
structure of truth.

THE BABIES’ NEW HOSPITAL. 


FORMALL Y DEDICATED YESTERDAY AFT- 
ERNOON. 


The Babies’ Hospital, a charitable institution, 
which from its very nature appeals strongly to 
the generous people of this city, was formally 
dedicated yesterday afternoon. After three 
years of hard fighting the promoters of this 
most excellent enterprise have secured @ build- 
ing of their own in which friendless little 
babies may be cured of infantile diseases, and 
they have fitted 1t up in a@ manner which shows 
on its face how well the little people intrusted 
to their care will be taken care of. The house 
is on the northeast corner of Lexington- 
avenue and Fifty-fifth-street. The first floor is 
to be used as a reception room, parlor, and 
offices of the management. The next floor and 


the one above it are fitted up as wards, where 
the babies are domiciled. 

Each little ohild has its own Jittle orth, 80 
neat and clean and pretty that a King’s child 
might revel inits possession. Thecradles are, 
most of them, constructed of elas che 
iron, with white canopies over them, and about 
each some gentle girl has apent hours in taste- 
fully arranging bows of ribbon of many colors, 
which seem to brighten up the wan little faces 
of the babies. The wants of the little creatures 
are looked after by a staff of bright-faced young 
nurses, dressed in crisp linen dresses and white 
linen caps, and no mother could be more tender 
with her cnild than are these young women in 
pursing the homeless children who come under 
their care. 

The services yesterday, which were attended 
by alarge number of ladies interested in the 
work, were very simple. The officiating clergy- 
men were Archdeacon McKay Smith, the Rev. 
Dr. MacArthur, and the Rev. Dr. John Hall. The 
services consisted only of the reading of the 
Scriptures, a dedicatory prayer, the reading of 
the annual reports, and short addresses, after 
which everybody inspected and admired the ar- 
rangements of the hospital. Twenty-one little 
babies are already being taken care of, and the 
capacity of the hospital is about forty-four. 

his is the only institution in this city where 
babies are exclusively attended to, and it is 
supported entirely by voluntary contributions. 
It costs very little to support a bed, and per- 
haps to save a little life, and the management 
hope that subscriptions may be generous dur- 
ing this year. ‘There is still a mortgage on the 
new house, and there are many necessary ©x- 
penses to be met. Afairfor the benefit of the 
hospital wags begun in its parlors yesterday, 
and will be continued to-day. This affords an 
opportunity for generous people to do great 
good to the hospital and at the same time to 
give some pleasure to themselves. 

A novel feature of this work is the training of 
girls for children’s nurses. A fund for this pur- 
pose has been provided by Mrs. Robert W. 
Chapin. Thereis also a post-graduate course 
for-instructing trained nurses in the special 
nursing of children. 





MR. VANDERBILYS NEW HOME. 


THE PROGRESS OF THE WORK ON THE 
BLUE RIDGE PALACE. 


A gentleman whois somewhat interested in 
the progress of the work now goingon upon 
George Vanderbilt's palace on the summit of 
one of the peaks of the Blue Ridge in conver- 
sation with a TIMES reporter yesterday gave 
some interesting particulars about a place 
which will be, when completed, one of the most 
beautiful homes in the world. 

“ You have no idea,” he said, “of the grand- 
eur of the scenery which is on every hand and 
within the range of vision from the site of 
Mr. Vanderbilt’s prospective home. The work- 
ingmen are now hard at their task, which is 
being hurried forward to completion as fast as 
unlimifed money can do it. The great aiffi- 


culty which the architect and the men in charge 
there have bad to encounter isthe dearth of 
men to push the work forward. There has 
been opened near the site of the dwelling a 
quarry of granite which closely resembles the 
rock which extends through the western side of 
Manhattan Island. Itis lignt in colorand ex- 
ceedingly handsome when cut. This will be 
used for the stracture, all the foundations and 
walls will be built of it, while the facing will be 
of alimestone whose very beautiful fawn color 
will meke the ereat building peculiarly warm- 
tinted and inviting. 

“The workingmen are at present laying out the 
innumerable drives, and are busy at landscape 
gardening on about as grand @ scale as has ever 
heen attempted. By next Spring the grounds, 
itis expected, will give a hint of what they will 
be when the park is completed. As nearly as I 
can judge the site of the house is at an altitude 
of 2,500 feet, and it will be reached by a most 
beautiful drive from Ashville Junction, a little 
more than five. miles away. Mr. Vanderbiit 
seems in some way to have won his working- 
men over to his interests, and they are aoing 
for him a ctass of work which it is very doubts, 
ful if money alone could buy. Surely with an 
outlay of $5,000,000 to $10,000,000 on a home 
Mr. Vanderbilt should be well rewarded with a 
beautiful one.”

BUT THE REPORT OF HIS DEATH 
DIPDN’T TERRIFY WALL-STREET. 


Wall-street assassinated Gov. Hill yesterday.

SUING THE LOUISIANA LOTTERY. 

Judge Wallace. sittingin the United States 
Circuit Court, heard argument yesterday in a 
suit brought by Mr. Richard 8. Newcombe, as 
administrator of the estate of Isaac Bernstein, 
against the Louisiana State Lottery Company for 
something over a million dollars, representing a 
one-sixth interestin the original company. John 
A. Morris, Charles H. Murray. Zachariah E, 
Simmons, and the estate of Charles Howard are 
made joint defendants, and ex-Judge Curtis, 
who appeared for Mr. Newcombe, asked for an 
inspection of the company’s books and for an 
injunction restraining the defendants from 
operating the franchises offthoe lottery company 
except for the benefit of the shareholders. 

The answer of the company made by its coun- 
sel, Bangs, Stetson, Tracy & MacVeagh, was a 
general denial, and on the part of the defendant 
Morris a special plea was entered denying that 
hoe isa resident of this State. Judge Wallace 
took the papers and reserved his decision. 





SUBMITTING FALSE PAY ROLLS. 

One of the Jersey City papers last evening 
published a statement to the effect that ereat 
frauds had been discovered in the pay-rolls of 
the Cattle Bureau of the Federal Government, 
and that investigations are now on foot. ‘These 
frauds are made possible by the insertion of fic- 
titions names upon the pay-rolls. A clerk in 


the bureau, who is said to have made them up, 
was taken sick recently, and it was through his 
inability to attend to his duties that the frauds 
became known. He is said to have sent a mes- 
sage toa fellow-clerk to fill up the pay-rolls 
and to supplement them with a statement to 
the supervising officer that the wnen whose 
bames were upon if were regularly employed 
in the bureau.

OLAIMS SPHEDILY. 
CHICAGO, ST. LOUIS, AND WASHINGTON 
ARE WORKING TO CAPTURE CON- 

GRESS—ADDED TO THE FUND. 

The World’s Fair Committee on Legislation 
met yesterday afternoon in Tub Times Build- 
jug. There were present John C, Calhoun, W. 
‘E. D. Stokes, F. B. Thurber, Alonzo B. Cornell, 
James E. Tappin, Ambrose Snow, Elihu Root, 
and H. 8. Mendelson. 

Congressmen Ashbel P. Fitch and Ed ward J. 
Dunphy appeared before the committee and 
urge l upon its members the necessity of some 
action in Washington. Mr. Fitch said that the 
time had come when New-York must give an 
evidence to Congressmen of the sincerity of her 
desire to have the fair. Up to the present time 
no one had spoken in Washington for New- 
York except the eight Congressmen from New- 
York City. Chicago was represented in Wash- 
ington by prominent merchants, the President 





of the Board of Trade, the Governor of Illinois, | 


the Mayor of Chicago, and many other psople 
of influence, who were doing all in their power 
to obtain pledges from Congressmen. St. Louis 


was making a similar earnest effort, and Wash- 
ington was exerting powerful local influences 
to obtain the fair. 

The Washington realestate men were con- 
spicuous in ws en to have the exposition given 
to the national capital. The fact that all the 
rivals of New-York were making strenuous 
efforts, while the metropolis was doing almost 
nothing, wae being used in argument as an evi- 
dence that New-York did not want the fair at 
ali. The Congressmen from the city of New-York 
found that their inexperience counted against 
them. None of them had been in Congress more’ 
ihan two years, and four of them had had no 
experience of Congress at all. As aconsequence, 
they could not battle as successfully as men 
who haa had long experience in national 
politics and a wide acquaintance among Con- 
gressinen. 

Mr. Fitch felt confident that if such men as 
Chauncey M. Depew, Thomas CG Platt, James 
W. Husted, Aionzo B. Cornell, William C. Whit- 
ney. Abram 8S. Hewitt, and John ©. Calhoun 
would go to Washington and advocate New- 
York’s claims, even though they spent only a 
day or two each wesk, it would make a ditter- 
ence of at least a hundred Congressional votes. 
Ex-Congressman John J. O'Neill of St. Louis had 

“said to Mr. Dunpby that if New-York were 
really desirous of having the fair she would have 
already a thousand men on the field at the 
capital. Both Mr. Fitch and Mr. Dunphy felt 
that New-York could not afford to neglect 
Washington any longer. Mr. Fitch said that 
one Mau on the committee could get a hundred 
votes in Washington within twenty-four houra. 

After listening to the views of the Con- 
gressmen the matter was referred to the Execu- 
uve Committee of the Committee on Legisia- 
tion, with power. This committee consists of 
John C. Calhoun, Abram 8. Hewitt, Thomas C. 
Platt, Alonzo B. Cornell, Warner Miller, Elihu 
D. Root, F. B. Thurver, Chauncey M. Depew, 
William CG. Whitney, and W. E. D. Stokes. Mr. 
Stokes said that the Executive Committee 
would meet as soon as pussible, and would try 
to have the necessary bill and memorial in 
Washington by Tuesday or Wednesday of next 
week. Mr. Stokes had just received a letter 
from Congressman Roswell P. Flower, in which 
a meeting of New-York State Congressmen and 
Senators was advised and urged.

TALK ABOUT TWO FAIRS. 





MR. TUCK THINKS NEW-YORK SHOULD 
WASTE NO TIME, 


Somerville P. Tuck, Assistant Commissioner 
General of the United States to the Paris Expo- 
sition, reached this city on Thursday on the 
steamer Westerland of the Red Star Line. To a 
reporter of THE Times he talked yesterday 
about his experiences at the big French fair. 

“It will give you some idea of the Amer- 
ican exhibit, as compared with others,” he said, 
“when ltell you that there were fifty foreign 
nations represented. Of these only England 


and Belgium had more space than ourselves. 
Tue United States had about 113,000 square 
teet, Great Britain had 225,000, and Belgium 
rather more. The United States received 1,026 
prizes, Great Britain less, and Belgium about 

- 1,100... Of the awards given the United States 
the greater proportion were grand prizes and 
medais of the first and secoud class, and we re- 
ceived between fifty and sixty grand prizes, as 
egainst seventeen in 1878, 

“In the fine arts department we had 108 
awards outof 254 exhivitors, In the educa- 
tional department the percentage of award was 
higher than that given to auy other nation. 
We held our own in the industrial exhibit and 
in Machinery Hall, while in electricity our per- 
centage was again tbe largest of any Ration, as 
there was but eleven grand prizes given to the 
whole world, of which the Uuited States ex- 
hibitors received four. It seemed to be aa- 
mitted that the straight-line engine was the 
most nevel and ingenious steam engine of the 
inany exhibited, and that the American ma- 
chinery section had more novelties than that of 
any other nation. 

“The agricaltural exhibit made by the 
National Department of Agriculture was the 
adwiration of all who examined it. Among the 
grana prizes was one given for the food proa- 
uets, including pork, and this notwithstanding 
the fact that our pork is now excluded from 
France. Our wines received goid and other 
wedals, although brought into competition with 
the best vintages of the world. Ido not men- 
tion any particular nanies,because the full list 
of awards has alréady' been published. It 
shouid be borne in mind that of the 60,000 
exhibitors more than one-half were French; 
that each of these was admitted only after 
careful scrutiny by @ jury of admission, the 
work of which had to be approved by an inter- 
inediate jury apd a superior council of revision. 
It was therefore necessary for us to compete 
with exhibitors selected as most petri | to rep- 
resent the products of France, and it is no 
small satisfaction to be able tu state that our 
percentage of awards fell but little behind 
that of nce, while we were excelled by no 
ftorsign country present at the exposition. 

** We had but one year todo our work and an 
appropriation of $250,000, Mexico and the Ar- 
gentine Republic had about one year the start 
of us and over $1,000,000, but their awards tell 
far behind ours, both in number and quality. 
While it was evident that we did not by auy 
means occupy the space or make the show that 
tuis great Nation should have made, neverthe- 
less all wae done that possibly could have been 
accomplished with the time and money 
at our disposal, handicapped as we were 
py the fact of the late acceptance 
et the Invitation of the French Govern- 
ment and the emall appropriation. If 
it had not been for the good-will of the French 
Government, which held space for the United 
States long after 1t had been applied for by other 
foreign nations, we should have been prevented 
trom taking part in the exposition. 

“Every one now knows of the phenomenal 
suocesa of the exposition, Things were very 
different a year ago, even, and I was repeatedly 
assured oe el pd official participation by the 


United Sta an effect which it was dificult 
to overestimate. 
“No foreigners in Paris this Summer wore

than we were. Gen. Franklin, who was se- 
lected as President of Ah 300 wn. of For- 
eign Commissioners er P sided at the 
great banquet given by the Comnmis- 
sioners to the Frepoh Government at the Conti- 
nental Hotel, the grandest fate of the Summer. 
Atall public places he was received with the 
greatest attention and honor, and, if I mis- 
take not, he is the only foreigner not of 
@® royal house ‘who was created Grand 
Otticer of the Legion of Honor without passing 
through any one of the three preliminary 
grades. Our relations with the Government 
and French Administration were of the most 
cordial and pleasant character, and I can re- 
call no instanes where auy suggestion or just 
compiaias on our part did not receive satisfac- 
on. 

* It is a physical impoasibilty to bring fully 
vefore each of the eighty-seven juries the full 
claim and merit of 1,500 individual exhibitors, 
and especially in the case of an exhibit like ours, 
when many/of the owners sent their-exhibits 
to be looked after by the commission, Nat- 
urally, therefore, certain exhibitors failed to 
have sufficient recognition, and this will be un- 
derstood more readily when I state that under 
the regulations of the exposition we had a 
representative upon but fifty-tive of the eighty- 
seven juries, Notwithstanding this the result 
proves that the best was done under the cir- 
cumstances and that the comuinission did its

uty. 

cs I am positive that there is yet time to have 
an exposition here in 1892, but there is not a 
day to be lost, and it is absolutely necessary 
that between now and April 1 al) legislation 
should be obtained, the working organization 
perfected, and asum of not less than $10,000,- 
000 absolutely guaranteed. 

“TI talked this matter over with Director 
General Berger, who agreed with me on the 
subject, but insisted that April 1 was the latest 
possible date within which the preliminaries 
which I have mentioned should be settled. 

“Astorivaling Paris, from my point of view 
that does not enter into the subject. That ex- 
hibition was a thing of beauty both as regards 
architectural design, construction, arrange- 
ments of exhibits, and the articles themselves. 
It was the great ensemble which impressed you, 
together with the crowd, composed of represen- 
tatives of eVery race andclime. Thisit would 
be very difficult to equal, but I am con- 
vinced that we would have no 4difficul- 
ty whatever in getting together as good 
an exhibit from nine-tentlhs ei the foreign 
nations as they made at Paris. I know that 
France will make a grand display, and I donot 
think it unbecoming to say that while we could 
inno way equal the display made by France 
this Summer in the fine and liberal arts, as re- 
gards general industries, mechanics, and agri- 
culture, we can show the world more than has 
yet been seen at any international exposition.” 





LITTLE WGINTY MURPHY. 





HE DIED YESTERDAY MORNING OF 
PNEUMONIA. 


McGinty, the baby hippopotamus, is dead, 
and Mr. Richardson, the taxidermist of the Mu- 
seum of Natural History, has skilfully removed 
the poor little fellow’s best suit of clothes pre- 
paratory to stuffing them for exnhibitionin the 
showcase aiongside of Crowley. 

Dr. Conklin, the Superintendent of the Cen- 
tral Park Menagerie, was almost inconsolable 
yesterday afternoon over the death of the oniy 
hippopotamus that was ever born in this coun- 
try, and there was a strain of superstition in 
his sorrow which the facts seemed to warrant 


He folt that a mistake had been made in naming 
the baby after an individual whose life, as far 
as publicly known, was asneccession of disas- 
ters, and that sober second thought would have 
suggested the greater propriety of calling him 
Stanley or Emin Pasha. At the same time he 
was of the opinion that there would have been 
no saving grace in rendering this much homage 
to the gallant explorers of the former home of 
the dead baby’s progenitors. 

Circumstances were against McGinty. He 
weighed only torty pounds at birth, which is 
sixty pounds short of the average weight of 
baby hippopotami. He was a delicate child, and 
when 1t became apparent that Fatima Murphy, 
his fond motber, was not equal to the strain of 
nursing bim, Dr. Conklin and Keeper Hugh 
Downey knew thatin raising the infant on the 
bottle they had a delicate task on their hands. 
It is an interesting factin this connection that 
this ia the way in which all hippopotami found 
on exhibition have been raised. The Arabs 
who procure the animals have learned that 
when ayoung “hippo’’ has been raised by its 
mother in the natural way it has imbibed so 
fully the wild instincts of its progenitors 
that tame submission to confinement is 
an impossibility. Hence their practice is 
to kill the mother as soon asit has given birth 
to its young, capture the latter and bring it up 
by hand. But the bottle-fed infaut of ail kinds 
is what the insurance people call a “risky life” 
and the Arabs fail to bring to maturity all the 
hippopotami they catch, even though the conal- 
tions of climate and their intimate knowledge 
of the mg oy! course of procedure are in their 
favor. So in the case of McGinty the odds were 
all against him from the start, and when the 
weather changed his doom was practically 
sealed. 

On Wednesday he was removed from his 
mother’s side in the Carnivora Building because 
Fatima Murphy worried so much in his pres: 
ence that it was feared that she would become 
ill, and was placed in a room next to the Super- 
intendent’s office in the Arsenal Building. he 
chill draughts to which he had heen exposed 
haa, however, already done their work. Thurs- 
day morning Dr. Conklin first noticed that the 
baby was alling. He took to his bottle languidly 
and seemed to be depressed by a heaviness 
that be could not shake off. There were 
decided symptoms of fever, and Dr. Conk- 
lin sought to obeck it with a «dose of 
quinine. That the trouble was in _ the 
nature of a cold was shown by copious water- 
ing at the nostrils, and an attempt was made to 
bring about a reaction by giving the patient a 
couple of mustard baths. He failed to respond 
to this treatment, however; during Thursday 
night he sank into a lethargy. and at 4 o'clock 
yesterday morning he died, wrapped up in 
blankets which failed to keep the warmth of 
life within his round little body. Had the poor 
little fellow lived through his first year he 
would have been worth $5,000 at least. 


AREA OF HIGH BRIDGE PARK. 

The area of Hich Bridge Park, over which 
there has been much contention, is to be re- 
duced from the original plgns. The special 
cowmittee of the Board of Street Opening and 
Improvements, made up of Controller Myers, 
Commissioner Gilroy, and Park Commissioner 
Hutchins, has had the question under consid- 
eration for some time, and yesterday they re- 
ported back to the board in favor of the pe- 
titioners for the compression of the area. The 
committee explained that there was no neces- 
sity from a sanitary point of view for so lurgea 
park, because of the proximity of the Harlem 
River and Morningside ana Rivérside Parks. 
The proposed area was seventy-nine acres, and 
the report of the committee recommends that 
it be reduced to fifty-two and sixty-two-one- 
hundredths acres. When so reduced it will ex- 
tend from One Hundred and Seventieth-street, 
or the south line of the present High Bridge 
Park, to One Hundred and Eighty-tirst-street, 
and from Tenth-avenue to the Harlem River, 

‘The report was accepted and sent back to the 
committee for a correction as to a minor detail 
of the boundaries, 





THE AFFAIRS OF SUSSKIND ¢€ CO. 

Louis Susskind and Herman Cohn, the 
Canal-street Jewish bankers who are charged 
with defrauding many Hebrews of small sums 
of money aggregating $50,000, were arraigned 
before Judge Gildersleeve in the Court of Gen- 
eral Sessions yesterday. They pleaded not 
guilty to indictments of grand larceny and re- 
ceiving money after having been declared to be 
insolvent. They were committed to the Tombs. 

Judge Van Hoesen, in the Court of Common 
Pleas, yesterday, on motion of Col. J. E. Bloom, 
representing creditors of Susskind & Co., 
granted av injunction restraining Herman 
Cohn, Mrs. Cohn, Louis Susskind, Jacob Bach- 
rach, and others from transferring er! property 
in their possession belonging to the firm or 
any of its members. 1t was further ordered 
that those named appear before Jonn F. Mc- 
Intyre, as referee, to testify as to their 
knowledge of the whereabouts of any of the 
lirm’s assets. Col. Bloom is acting on behalfof 
about 150 creditors. Mr. Bachrach, the as- 
signee, is going to apply to the court to be 
relieved from the assigneeship. 








FOR SHOOTING HIS WIFE. 

After three hours’ deliberation a jury in the 
Court of General Sessions yesterday found 
Charles Wilson guilty of manslaughter in the 
tirat degree. He shot his wife in Tenth-avenue, 
near Eighty-first-street, last June. 

Wilson, on the night of the shooting, met his 
wife with her cousin, John Sinning, and asked 
her to go with him. Sho refused, and he then 
shot her. She died soon after. He escaped at 
the time, but the next day gave himself up. - 

Wilson testified in his own behalf yesterday, 
and made an excellent witness. He denied that 
he had quarreled with his wife. On the night 
of the shooting he was going to the elevated 
railroad to go down town, when he met his wife 
and Staning. He got into ascuffie with Sinning 
and his pistol was accidentally discharged. 

Joseph Moss summed up for the prisoner, and 
Assistant District Attorney Jerome for the 

eople. Wilson was remanded for sentence.

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JERSEY O11Y TAXPAYERS. 
THEY OLAIM THAT THE TAXES ARE 


NOT LEVIED FAIRLY. 


A public meeting was held in Kessler’s Hall, 
Jersey City, Thursday evoning, to protest against 
the present methods of assessing property for 
taxation in that town. It was called under the 
auspices of the Fourth Assembly District Tax- 
payers’ Association, and was attended chiefly 
by taxpayers of that district. Every;seat in 
the hall was occupied aud a considerable 
number of persons were compelled to stand. 
Among those present were M. P. Mercellesa, 
George W. Heritage, Thomas McEwan, Chris- 
tian Weber, William Wheeler, Joseph Nash, 
George McEwan, Henry Smith, William F. 
Kern, Alvin Edelman, James Henry, A. Franck, 


George Taylor, Herman Bruckner, Henry 
Rogers, John M. Van Tassel, William Kalshoven, 
and August Zoeller. 

Mr. Mercelles was made Chairman and A. 
Franck Secretary. The Chairman said the ob- 
ject of the meeting was to take measures to se- 
oure redress from grievances which the people 
suffered from unequal assessment. It was plain 
that certain persons were discriminated against, 
and it was believed that the entire Fourth Dis- 
trict bore a greater share of taxation than any 
other in the city. He declared the matter to be 
the concerr of all, since no one could tell who 
might suifer injustice in the future, even if they 
do not now. : 

Thomas McEwan, Martin Logan, George Heri- 
tage, and George McEwan followed with re- 
marks denouncing the action of the Board of 
Tax Commissioners, who act as assessors 
and then act as a Comuission of Appeals to 
hear complaints against their own valuations, 
This commission consists of David W. Law- 
rence, Michael J. O'Donnell, and Joha Prigge. 
It was declared by nearly all the speak- 
ers that these Commissioners were not 
only unjust, but were invompetent and grossly 
insulting in their treatment of people who pro- 
test. Many instances were cited, showing their 
injustice, One man in tho audience was sali to 
be the proprietor of two houses standing on lots 
ofequal value, One of the houses cost $1,200, 
and the other $1,500. The $1,200 house was 
assessed higher than the $1,500 house. On 
Hancock-street are two houses, one of two 
stories standing on posts, aud the otuer of three 
stories with a brick basement. Though the lat- 
ter is much more Valuable, they are assessed iu 
the same amount. 

On dnotuer street is a house worth $4,000 as- 
sessed at $1,800, and near it a house worth 
$1,500 assessed at $1,200. On sSummit-avenue 
1s & house which cost $4,600 assessed at $2,500, 
and another house which cost $6,500 assessed 
at $2,700. still another house that cost 
$6,500 is assessod at $9,000. Lawrence, the 
President of the Tax Commission, is the 
owner of a house worth $4,000 assessed at 
$2,000. Yet the Constitution of New-Jer- 
sey requires that property shail be assessed at 
its full value. When protest is made against 
assessineuts, the Commissioners invariably ask: 
“Are you prepared to swear that you are as- 
sessed above the market value?” If the pro- 
testant will not so swear he gets bo further no- 
tice. If all property was assessed at its market 
value there would be no ground for complaint; 
but the most of the property is assessed far be- 
low its warket vuiue. 

It was stated that there had long been com- 
Dlaint of ubfalr assessment in Jersey City, but 
that it had never been so ylaringly outrageous 
asnow. The Assessors had never before be- 
haved so insolently, for they hud never before 
bad the full power in their hands. The Com- 
missioners are now, it was charged, “a lot of 
wean, snivelink, ungentiemanly fellows who 
hold sessions 10 pass on their own valuations 
aud abuse those who complain of them.” 

“Only to-day,” one of the speakerg sald, 
* Dave Lawrence, President of the buard, said 
to me: ‘ Yes, you can kick, and be damned with 
your kicking. I dont carc; Ican stand if. An 
appeul will do you no good unless you swear 
that Vou are aSseased above tlhe market value 
of your property.’ ”’ 

lt was alieged that $6,000,000 had been added 
to the city’s valuation, und this added valua- 
tion increased taxes by $168,000. his money 
Was needed to pay the increased expenditure 
caused by the increase in the Mayor’s salary 
and in the costof all the departments, ‘the 
rate of tax is limited by law to 3 per cent, and 
was hearly up to that maximum before these 
additional expenditures were ‘incurred. Hence 
the only way to raise taxes was to raise the 
valuation, which was promptly done.

THE BARB-WIRE 


AN IMPORTANT SECESSION FROM THE 
COMBINATION. 


There are some well-founded probabilities 
now that the barb-wire manufacturers are not 
to have 60 sinooth an experience in establisi- 
ing the big combination to be known as the 
Federal Steel Company as they first expected. 
Jt was the intention of these gentlemen to com- 
bine the barb-wire and wire-nail makers intoa 
corporation, with a capital of $8,000,000 or 
$10,000,000, to have its headquarters in Chi- 
cago, and in the course of its operations to con- 
trol the prices and output of this class of manu- 
facture. ‘be steady decrease in prices because 
of competition on the part of the large compa- 
nies and the continual struggle for existence 
of the simmuller corporations mude, according to 
the statements of the representatives of sev- 
eral of the great western factories, such a com- 
bination or * trusv”’ absolutely becessary. 

It was declared ata recent meeting at the 
Gilsey House that the perfection of the organi- 
zation was merely a matter of a few days, 
when the representatives of the various com- 
panies would meet in Chicago, elect oilicers, 
and proceed at once to work. It was said 
yesterday that within the last week there has 
been a decided revolution of sentiment concerna- 
ing the proposed trust, especially on the part of 
one of the most important proposed members, 
It was a part of the scheme of tue promoters of 
the Feaeral Steel Company that Roebling’s Sons 
& Co., the great wire manufacturers of Trenton, 
would enter into the Gombination and become, 
so far as the barb-wire aud nail industries were 
concerned, apart of it. It was recently as- 
sorted, however, that this tirm had withdrawn, 
and this statement was substantiated yesterday 
by their agent in this city that the Messrs, 
Roebling’s Sons & Co., Were “not interested in 
that combination.” 

According to the statements of one of the 
gentlemen who are still concerned in’ the fed- 
eration of the manufacturers, this disattection 
is somewhat of a surprise, “but,” he said, “it 
cannot do anything els6 than simply delay the 
completion of the organization of the steel 
company. The enterprise has gone too far 
toward completion and has become far too 
necessary to be made impossible by the refusal 
of any one corporation to enter intoit. 1t is 
safe to say that the Federal Steel Company is 
now apn accomplished fact and that it will ful- 
fill the expectations of its corporate members, 
There was a meeting of the companies interest- 
edinits success this week, though where I am 
not at liberty to say. At this mceting the final 
arrangements of beginning work under the new 
system were made,”

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‘DECEMBER HUNTING NE 
‘RABBITS AND DUCKS STILL FURNISHING 


SPORT FOR THE HUNTER. 


Rabbit and quail gunners have had a little 
better weather for their fayoritesport recently, 
and the golden opportunity was not allowed to 

“pass by many. Indeed, every bright day the 
merry crack of the breech-loader was heard all 
over Northern New-Jorsey. df every report 
meant a dead bird or rabbit, the slaughter 
would have been immense, but, fortunately for 
the game as well as the powder and shot deal- 
ers, Many were misses. 

Most of the hunting in that section is for 
rabbits, which have been numerous this Fall, 
and furnished excellent sport for the sports- 
men with good dogs. It 1s a season when 
tramping through the woods is pleasant and 
agreeable. The leaves are all off the trees and 
form a dry carpet to walk on. The hunter is 
thus enabled to see great distances, and when a 
nimble rabbit jumps up, to secure a fair shot at 
him. Often a squirrel can be spiea as, perched 
on the topmost limb of a stalwart tree, he 
takes his sun bath. 

There is a mean way to get squirrels at this 
time of the year. In New-Jersey and on:Long 
Island they usually live in nests of leaves, An 
old crow’s nest is often made over into a squir- 
rel’s home by lining it with soft leaves ana 
mosses. When these nests are in small trees a 





vigorous shake will make Mr. Squirre] jump out. 
Sometimes they come leaping al) the way to the 
grcuee. upon striking which they trot oftat a 

unol gait. It requires good shooting to knock 
over a squirrel] while running on the ground. If 
the tree containing the squirre)’s nest is too big 
to shake, a liberal jarring by striking it with 
a club will often drive him out, Not infre- 
quently two or three squirrels bunk together in 
one nest. Such a method of getting squirrels is 
not sportaman-like, hut it is one ofien used. 
The squirrels will be found a little tougher for 
eating purposes than earlier in the season, but 
the hot water of the stewpan will soften them 
and make the meat palatable. 

There are always chances to try one’s mark- 
manship in the December woods. Hawks are 
circling about in the alr aad sometimes deigna 
to alight on a dead branch of a tall tree. To 
sneak up and have a shot at one of them fre- 
quires great skill and provides lots of fun to the 
guuner. A harsh shrieking bluejay of fine 
plumage offers itself as @ mark in the cedars. 
If the day is dark a big owl may be stimping 
around in the deep woods. Crows remain all 
Winter in this climate and no one objects to 
having a crow or hawk shot. Robins and high- 
holders are late birds and are still in the woods, 
feeding upon wild grapes and tho cedar berries. 
There are people wean enough to shoot them. 
A woodcock may be digging up the dry leaves 
even yet, so there is always a chance fora nice 
bird or animal. 

Rabbits, however, are the standby, and it is 
fortunate that they areso abundant. Bags ot 
fifteen and twenty have been brought in by 
some of the hunters. Small boys in the rural 
districts are beginning to wonder whether they 
are going to have @ chance to track rabbits ia 
the snow. With four or tive inches of snow in 
the woods itiseasy work to track them, and 
boys who have no dogs to hunt with quite fre- 
quently get several by tracking. It is some- 
times tedious work, as a rabbit does not mind 
the show much, and his tracks ona pleasant 
night wiil resemble the pattern of a crazy quilt. 
Finally, they will end up ina brush heap, ina 
tuft of grass, under a rail fence, or in a brier 
patch, and a little forcible tramping about with 
the feet starts him. 

Moonlight nights are often great for rabbit 
shooting. They come out to feed and play on 
the turf at such times. A little patch of grass 
land in the woods will then be covered with 
them. The shooting is diticult in the moon- 
light, but gunners like to try it fora change 
now and then. When a pond is met with the 
= prea hunter often gets a shot at a musk- 
rat. 

Quail have been searco all the season, and 
of course are now harder to get than ever, 
for the cold weather keeps them in the thick- 
ets. When huddled together they keep well 
out of sight. Once in a while a hunter will 
stumble ona brush heap whence acovey will 
start out. They scatter at such times and 
half a dozen may be obtained with a dog. 
Very few are brought in by the hunters, how- 
ever. 

Two or three weeks more remain for the 
Great South Bay duck shooting if the weather 
is good. Some good bags have been made since 
Thanksgiving, but as the season nears its end 
the shooting gets poorer. The duoks. were lato 
in working South this Fall, ana they are not 
alldown from the North yet. When the last 
flight comes it will probably not rest long in 
the Great South Bay, if it stops at all. A good 
many flocks have flown high over the bay this 
Fall and keptright on without stopping. The 
boatmend have noticed some of the rarer ducks 
doing this. Indeed. comparatively few red- 
heads and canvas-backs have visited the bay 
this Fail. The broadbilis have held the sway, 
and black ducks have been very abundant. 
Further South the same state of things is said 
to exist, the rarer ducks growing rarer and 
wilder. Until the ice comes there will be duck 
rabooting on the Groat South Bay, and they will 
return early in the Spring. Brant will then 
come in large numbers. 

Wild geese have been scarce this Fall. 

The duck shooting at Currituck and the Vir- 
ginia and Carolina resorts 1s now exeellent. 
There are plenty of ducks, mostly of the com- 
mouer species, but they make as good shooting 
as the more choice varieties, 

Residents of Richmond County have peti- 
tioued the Board of Supervisors to prohibit the 
shooting and trapping of rabbits in January, 
as the rabbits are becoming searce in that sec- 
tion. Francis Endicott, the President of the 
Game ant Fish Protective Society, headed the 
a of signatures.
